for Locarno to make a clear-cut 
statement that Germany was not in 
agreement with article 16, but the 
German leaders, partly because they 
were nettled at M. Tchitcherin’s in- 
sistence, and partly, remembering 
the commotion caused throughout 
the world by the untimely announce- 
ment of the Locarno treaty, decided 
it would be tactless to make such a 
statement just before going to 
Locarno to lay the foundation for 
a new Europe. 

By taking time for due delibera- 
tion it was felt that the treaty would 
not conflict with Locarno or Geneva, 
and at the same time would 
strengthen friendly bonds with Ger- 
many’s eastern neighbors. Spokes- 
men for the foreign office empha- 
size that there are no secret clauses 
or notes in connection with the 
treaty. In notifying the Locarno 
signatories of the text of the treaty 
Germany feels that she is showing 
her loyalty more than did some of 
the other signatories who failed to 
divulge their efforts to obtain a seat 
in the league council for Poland 
simultaneously with Germany. 

Although the terms of the agree- 
ment have not been made public 
authoritative quarters in Germany 
represent it as an important step in 
safeguarding the peace of Europe. 
They maintain that it does not es- 
tablish an alliance between the two 
countries but rather parallels and 
complements the Locarno pact. In 
governmental circles it was. said 
that the treaty does not conflict in 
any way with League of Nations 
regulations.

debt agreement, and, by doing so, 
brought into action Senator Reed 
(Democrat), of Missouri, who re- 
newed his attack on both the debt 
commission and the administration. 

It was generally understood that 
the total of the French offer was 
in the proximity of $7,000,000,000, 
including interest payments over 
the 62-year period.

Unjust Statute. 


The citizens’ advisory council, in| 
a letter sent yesterday, chided the | 
commissioners for not adhering to | 
the original demand for repeal of. 
the so-called Borland amendment. | 


“We sincerely trust that the | 
commissioners will join forces with | 
the rest of the community and in-| 
sistently and persistently urge up- | 
on Congress the repeal of this en- | 
tire law,’’ said the letter, which was 
signed by Chairman Jesse ©. Suter. | 

The Borland amendment coinpels | 
assessment of half the cost of pav-. 
ing and resurfacing streets, against | 
owners of abutting property. Con-| 
vinced that Congress would not re- 
peal the measure, Lieut. Col. J. 
Franklin Bell, engineer commis- | 
sioner, has had a compromise bill | 
drafted that would eliminate spe- | 
cial assessments for resurfacing, | 
confining operation of the law to'| 
original pavements, and that would | 
limit the amounts to be assessed 
against unsubdivided property in 
outlying districts. 


Col. Bell Confers. 


Before composing the new bill, 
Col. Bell conferred with representa- 
tives of several civic and trade or-'| 
ganizations and later sent them the, 
new draft with a letter, asking for 
their comment. The council’s com- | 
munication was sent in reply to this | 
letter. It said, in part: 

“While your proposed bill would | 
grant partial relief through exemp- | 
tion from assessments for repaving, | 
at the same time it proposes to ex- 
tend operation of the Borland law, 
making it operative against prop- 
erty in the outlying sections. As 
far as we have been able to dis- 
cover, the only virtue in the said 
Borland law is that this part has 
been made inoperative by judicial 
decision. ~ 

“There is no desire on the part 
of the council to support the com- 
missioners in obtaining legislation 
to overturn this action by the court. 
Our only regret is that the court 
did not invalidate this unjust and 
unnecessary law in its entirety. 

“Our previous recommendations 
to the commissioners on this sub- 
ject not only represent our mature 
judgment, but the practically 
unanimous views of the people of | 
the District. as persistently ex-| 
pressed through a number of years. | 
June 23, 1925. the council made the | 
following recommendation: 


Recommended. | 

“<*We recommend that you urge, 
upon Congress immediate repeal of 
the so-called Borland amendment, | 
which imposes upon abutting) 
property heavy and _ inequitable| 
special tax burdens for street and! 
road construction. Our citizens, 
through civic and trade bodies, with 
great unanimity, have long and 
persistently petitioned for this re- 
lief. 

“*Enactment by the last Congress 
of the gasoline tax law recognized 
a principle of responsibility opposed | 
to that involved in the Borland | 
amendment. The responsibility of 
the users of the streets now being 
definitely established, it would seem 
that in, all fairness it should be 
likewise recognized that street and 
road construction and maintenance 
is a general, rather than an abut- 
ting-property, obligation.’ 

“The council is more firmly con- 
vinced than ever that the Borland 
law should be repealed in its en- 
tirety. The general revenues of the 
District of Columbia were required 
to bear the burden of highway con- 
stuction before enactment of the 
Borland law and that is where this 
burden now belongs, of course 
recognizing that the gasoline tax 
is an added special source of reve- 
nue for this particular purpose.”

Paris, Tenn., April 24 (By A. 
P.).—The law left northeast Henry 
county last night and moonshiners, 


some of whom killed Tom Evans, 
farmer-vigilante, on the highway. 
near his home, were in complete 
control of the district early today, 
despite a reward of $1,000 offered 
for Evans’ slayers. 

“Tf any man is arrested for the 
Evans murder, seven more men will 
die.’’ 

Such was the warning from the 
moonshiners that sent seven more 
members of the vigilance commit- 
tee of the district fleeing from their 
homes last night to escape the 
anger of the liquor makers. Among 
this number is Ode Medlock, a 
deputy sheriff, and J. Will Odem, 
a former county magistrate, while 
several others are wealthy land 
owners. 

The Rev. J. B. Buchanan, Bap- 
tist preacher, who raised half of 
the $1,000 reward, went into the 
edge of the moonshining district 
today to spread news of the re- 
ward. His visit left the residents 
quiet, but without protection. The 
Rev. Mr. Buchanan has called a 
mass meeting for Sunday to discuss 
the situation and endeavor to raise 
enough money to pay off a mort- 
gage on Evans’ farm for his widow. 

The attorney general has been in- 
formed of the situation. 

Sheriff Thomas T. Caldwell, re- 
turning to Paris, said he believes 
the refugees may now return to 
their homes in safety. Tom Evans’ 
activity in attempting to wipe out 
moonshine stills in the hills was 
belleved to have caused him to be 
slain Sunday. 

The men who fled to Paris under 
threats were assisting Deputy Met- 
lock in the campaign against moon- 
shining.

science has not yet uttered its last 


word. 

Valiant resistance to his malady 
has given him a lofty place in the 
hearts of the Italian people. Suf- 
fering from an ailment which has 
attacked his digestive organs, he 
works longer hours than any other 
man in Italy. He attends necessary 
Official luncheons or dinners, but 
partakes only of milk or rice. 

He never complains, even to his 
intimates. When alone in _ his 
apartment after a strenuous day of 
physical and mental effort in direct- 
ing affairs of state, his body racked 
with pain, he takes from its case 
an old violin he has played since 
youth, and by soft strains of music 
which all Italians love, he seeks to 
render unreal and impotent his per- 
s0nal danger. 

Some Italians told the corres- 
pondent that this struggle partly 
explained Mussolini’s exaltation of 
spirit, for he was trying to conquer 
the disease by realizing its nothing- 
ness and its incapability of prevent- 
ing him from going on with his un- 
finished work of reconstructing the 
Italian state. 

In this connection, a kind of un- 
written gentleman's agreement, 
based on common courtesy ‘to a fel- 
low man, has been formulated in 
Italy that the people generally shall 
stop talking about the premier’s 
plsical condition. The Italians 
say they have advanced far enough 
in the domain of mental science to 
be convinced that the more the 
world discusses Mussolini’s malady, 
the harder it will be for him to win 
his victory.

“A pair of ordinary 
consume 5 amperes. If a car is run 
four hours a night and parked 
eight, the battery would keep the 
headlights and parking Hght burn- 
ing for five and two-thirds days 
without taking cognizance of the 
fact that ‘the car, when running 
would recharge the battery. So 
there is no reason in economy or 
fear for batteries to violate that 
regulation. Only getting the car 
wet and short circuiting will de- 
plete the battery." 

The permanent official. schedule 
for operation of the traffic signal 
lights on Sixteenth street and 
Massachusetts avenue northwest 
was adopted yesterday. The lights 
are displayed alternately in each di- 
rection for 45. seconds between 8 
and 9 a. m: and 4:30 and 6 p. m., 
and for 35 seconds at other inter- 
vals up to midnight, when they are 
extinguished.

Because of the’ 
restricted size of the dining room it 
is necessary to feed the men in two} 
shifts three times a day, and the} 
dining room detail totals 164 men, 
including the waiters, dishwashers 
and cleaners. 


Aversion to Wooden Tables | 


Warden Snook’s particular aver- 
sion is to the wooden tables in the 
dining room. While these are 
scoured after each mealythey invar- 
iably become sour, and it is the din- 
ing room alone in the entire prison 
which has any unsavory smell. The 
warden, working in cooperation 
with the Attorney General's office in 
Washington, and Luther C. White, 
Federal superintendent of prison, Is 
endeavoring to secure an appropria- 
tion whereby metal] tables can be 
secured for the prison. With these 
on hand, and the officials are hope- 
ful Congress will authorize them 
when the real] need is made appar- 
ent, the one source of complaint 
here will be done away with. 

The costs for feeding the prison- 
ers i8 almost unbelievably small. 
Examination of the cost sheets in- 
fdicates that the main body of the 
prisoners are fed ata trifle less than 
23 cents a day. 

The cost of feeding the hospital 
inmates is, of course, larger, but 
even that is only a trifle more than 
34% cents. For the trusties on 
the prison farm, where the work is 
laborious, the cost is just a trifle 
more than 27 cents. 


Typical Menu for a Day. 


A typical menu for a day was as 
follows: 

Breakfast—Rolled oats, hot bis- 
cuits, bread, butter, sirup, coffee 
and milk. Dinner—Brunswick beef 
stew, raisin bread pudding, sweet 
sauce, bread and ice water. Supper 

Baked macaroni and cheese, can- 
died sweet potatoes, stewed apples, 
sirup, bread and butter, coffee. On 
Fridays fried eggs are served, and 
once a week during the season the 
eook furnishes peach cobbler to his 
hoarders. The warden summed up 
his reason for the care with which 
he looks after the feeding of his 
charges when he said: 

“Poor food is a frequent cause of 
drunkenness, drug addiction and 
crime. Good food is thé keystone in 
ihe arch of reformation.” 

While the meat products are pur- 
chased in the open market, as well 
as a part of the vegetables, a goodly 
percentage is home raised and 
eomes from the prison farm, on 
which 140 men are constantly kept 
employed. An abundant supply of 
eggs, milk, butter and the like is 
constantly available, so the inmates 
of the prison hospital] are well sup- 
plied with nourishing fresh food 
from this source. It is estimated 
that the costs of fodd have been re- 
duced approximately 6 cents a day 
per inmate because of the farm 
supplies. 


Correspondence bncouraged. 


Another feature which has done 
2 great deal to improve the morale 
is the manner in which prisoners 
are encouraged to write home an 
to receive letters. Inspection a 
the records for the month of Feb- 
ruary—a 28-day month-——showed 
the following: 

Letters received for prisoners, 
°4,862; letters mailed for prisoners, 
18,662; average number of letters 
handled a day, 1,811; number of 
newspapers received during month, 
17.217; average number received 
per day, 717; money in prisoners’ 
mail, $8,716.17. 

A motion picture exhibition has” 
heen arranged as’ a regular weekly 
feature of prison life. Because the 
majn chapel is too small to care 
for the entire number of prisoners 
at one time the warden has desig- 
nated Saturday and Sunday after- 
noons for the movies and al! first- 
class prisoners are permitted to at- 
tend. The films are furnished by 
the various production agents and 
are of the order usually shown in 
the high class theaters, The in- 
mates particularly enjoy this break 
in the drab routine.

Restored to Higher Status. 


When Warden Snook took over 
the prison he reinstated this ir 
dividual as a first-grade prisoner. 
Today he is one of the most popular 
men in the institution. He has had 
charge of laying out the new tennis 
courts and told former Gor. McCray 
of Indiana, a fellow prisoner, that 
he would not escape n6w if he had 
the opportunity as he was anxious 
to serve out his term and get back 
to honest work. 

Another noted prisoner who has 
benefited by the Snook plan was 
one of the most notorious train 
robbers in the Weet some years 
ago. He had been kept in con- 
finement because of his supposed 
desperate character and his threats 
eo escape. The warden offered 
him a chance of working in the 
prison machine shop and he is 
there today, chief welder and ad- 
mittedly well satisfied with his 
treatment. And these cases are 
typical of dozens of others which 
are cited by the prison officials as 
showing that when the men are 
given a chance to make good they 
do so. 

Because guch a large percentage 
of the new cases reaching the prison 
are narcotic addicts the authorities 
here a special task in handling 
them. Those who have been habitual 
users are placed in a special section 
of the prison hospital, and carefully 
watched by the doctors for such 
time as is necessary to get the drug 
out of their system. They are given 
a sedative, but no narcotics, and 
while they have a very hard time of 
it for the first few days they soon 
accustom themselres to being with- 
out, and are transferred to regular 
work. 


Safety Razors Permitted 


The prison barber is no longer 
the institution he formerly was be- 
fore the day of the safety razor. To- 
day every first grade prisoner has 
the privilege of keeping a safety 
razor with which he can shave as 
often as he may desire. The result 
is that beards are hot worn. Second 
and third grade prisoners still are 
required to have the barber shave 
them. The reason for this is that 
some of the latter class are inclined 
to be unruly and a couple of stab- 
bing affrays, with a safety razor 
blade as a weapon, brought the rul- 
ing that only, the well-behaved in- 
mates were to be trusted with 
razors. 

Fresh air, sunshine and unlimited 
quantities of soap and water also 
have worked wenders in the sani- 
tary condition of the Atlanta peni- 
tentiary. Even theugh the build- 
ings are overcrowded to an almost 
uabelievable extent, there is an 
utter absence of the usual prison 
smell]. Fhe entire prisen is scrubbed 
and cleaned, all bedding fumigated 
and the old comdemned and de- 
stroyed. Then the walls, floors and 
ceilings were painted several times, 
with the result that teday sanitary 
conditions are all that could be 
asked for. Little conveniences have 
been installed, éspecially in the hos- 
pial and dental offices, and while 
| hey are not 0 much in themselves 
in the: aggregate, they make for im- 
proved morale. This is especially 
s0 in the tuberculosis section, where 
a wooden heated dormitery gives 
the tent dwéilers a cemfortable 
place in bad weather. ;

Martin. 

On August 6, 1918, during the 
operations along the. Vesle river, 
to rescue 40 wounded soldiers who 
were temporarily isolated from 
their command, he led a party of 
Volunteers through a hail of ma- 
chine gun bullets, rescuing them 
all. He was also awarded a cita- 
tion from Gen. John J. Pershing 
for distinguished and exceptional 
Gallantry.

Innkeeper Buys House. 


| The adjoining house, numbered | 
326, was purchased by the late An- | 
drew Hancock, proprictor of the 
old Hancock inn, 23 Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, some time in the 
1850's. Mrs. Eva Hancock Bobrer, | 
who has now almost attained her 
eightieth year, and lives‘with her 
daughter at 209 East Capitol 
street, was married in the house in 
1867. Mr. Hancock, her father, 
lived in the house until his death 
in 1881. A short time after she re- 
turned to the home with her hus- 
band, the late George Philip Bohr- 
er, and there they lived until his 
death in 1916. 

The present Friendship House: 
was organized in 1909, but the | 
movement which finally resulted in| 
its organization began in a different 
channel in 1903, and passed 
through several changes during the 
six years. In 1903 the committee 
of the southeast division of the 
Board of Charities began considera- 
tion of the need for bringing to- 
gether the people of the community 
who needed assistance and those 
who were inclined or able to render 
aid. 

Meetings were held for a time 
in the office of Miss Adelaide Roche- 
fort, in charge of the southeast 
division, on Pennsylvania avenue 
southeast. Finally rooms for the 
purpose were rented at various 
places. This continued for three 
years. 

In 1906 a new committee was ap- 
pointed to establish a social and 
recreational center, disassociated 
from charity work, in which the 
community would treely join. For 
this purpose, the home of Mayor 
Smallwood was rented from the 
heirs of Mr. Meeds, and the house 
was called Rochefort house, in 
honor of Miss Rochefort. In 1909 
the Friendship House association 
was formed, with 60 members, and 
Miss Lydia A. H. Burklin, at present 
head worker, took charge of it.

‘‘La Mascotte,” a light opera by

Mothers View Model. 


In the gathering yesterday at 
the Louise Flower Shop, where the 
model is on display, were war 
mothers who have living sons, 
those whose sons are dead, and at 
least one whose son’s body has 
not been returned to her. 

Mrs. George Seibold, a former 
president of the War Mothers chap- 
ter and an energetic worker for the 
memorial, who has never received 
the body of her son, Lieut. George 
Vaughn Seibold, said that as there 
was no hallowed grave in Arlington 
to which she could go to pay her 
tribute, ‘‘a memorial which will 
represent him here will, of course, 
be very sacred to me.” 

Mrs. Seibold was the author of 
the resolution, passed unanimously 
by the War Mothers’ chapter. These 
‘‘mothers of the nation’s defenders,” 
said the resolution, ‘‘believe it is a 
privilege for those who live in our 
nation’s capital to express their love 
and gratitude for the loyal services 
rendered by the District heroes, 
while sharing in a fitting memorial 
which will honor the living and im- 
mortalize the dead.’’ 

The resolution expressed to the 
memorial commission its apprecia- 
tion of the proposed testimonial and 
commended the undertaking for 
worthy consideration of the people 
of the District.

Corn Firm ond Export Sales 
Are Reported on Rye; 
Barley in Demand.

Following the sharp advance in 
prices the previous week the wheat 
market turned easier during the 
week, April 19 to 24, although for- 
eign markets were generally firm, 
States the weekly grain market re- 
view of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Market re- 
ceipts of wheat were larger than 
for the previous week and mills in 
the Southwest were again selling 
Part of their holdings on account 
of. the draggy flour inquiry, forc- 
ing old crop futures and cash wheat 
prices downward, while new crop 
futures were relatively firm with 
good export inquiry. Feed grains 
Tuled barely steady with ample re- 
ceipts, although demand was good 
because of delayed pasturage. 

Foreign wheat markets were 
Practically unchanged. Trade _ re- 
ports again indicated that Euro- 
pean stocks had been depleted and 
that steady buying might be expect- 
ed for the rest of the crop year. 
The crop in India was forecast at 
About 320,000,000 bushels, or about 
4,000,000 bushels less than last 
year's production, indicating that 
little or no wheat will be exported 
from India this vear. 

Winter wheat was in very 
eondition in the principal produc- 
ing sections of the plains States, 
Where further rains were beneficial 
but conditions were less favorable 
in the Ohio valley. while farther 
east the crop was backward but 
improving. Spring wheat seeding 
Was nearing completion in the 
southern part of the spring wheat 
area, where germination was being 
hindered in some localities by lack 
of moisture. 


Cash Wheat Weaker. 

Cash wheat was weaker than 
futures. Receipts in the North- 
west were much larger than trade 
expectations and met a generally 
dull demand on account of slow 
flour business, forcing premiums 
lower. Twelve per cent protein 
No. 1 dark northern sold seven to 
twelve cents over the May option; 
12% per cent, eight to twelve 
cents over, and 13 per cent, nine 
to thirteen cents over. Durum 
premiums worked sharply lower, 
although durum futures advanced 
on account of the export inquiry 
for durum wheat.. Offerings at 
Minneapolis, however, were in ex- 
cess of the limited demand, and 
No. 1 amber durum sold at five to 
fifteen cents over the Duluth May, 
which closed Friday at $1.44. 

Premiums for high protein 
wheat declined sharply at Kansas 
City, where interior mills were re- 
selling part of their protein wheat. 
Increased arrivals were ample for 
current needs, particularly since 
mills and traders were allowing 
their stocks to run low in anticipa- 
tion of lower prices on new crop 
wheat. Some Kansas City eleva- 
tors were offering high protein 
wheat at no premium over ordinary 
wheat. No. 2, hard 12 per cent 
protein was quoted at six to seven 
fents over the May price, and 12% 
per cent and higher protein at 
about seven and a half cents and 
over. 

Soft winter wheat prices worked 
lower with mills reporting dull flour 
Hhusiness. Demand for export was 
again active in the Northwest for 
both old and new crop. wheat. 
Farmers were selling freely, al- 
though prices declined slightly from 
the $1.51 and $1.52 paid earlier 
in the week. Lack of space was still 
handicapping sales of old crop wheat 
to Europe. 

Corn prices were relatively firm 
although receipts at most markets 
Were heavier than the preceding 
week’s light offerings. Demand was 
good in the Southwest where farm- 
ers were buying feed for work 
stock. Industries were taking fair 
amounts, although trade reports in- 
dica.ed a reduction in corn milling 
at some points. Feed manufacturers 
were. in the market, as the late 
Spring was creating a better demand 
for feedstuffs but elevators bought 
Sparingly and export detiand was 
light. 


Oats Demand Moderate. 


Oats prices worked lower with 
demand only moderate. Small 
amounts were being worked for ex- 
port and fair sales were being made 
to the Southwest. Receipts were 
lighter at most markets but com- 
mereotal stocks have decreased slow- 
ly and are still large.

Report Is Made on Survey of 
U. S. and Canada Over 
several Months.

INTEREST IS ON INCREASE 


Signal Mountain, Tenn., April 24 
(By A. P.).—Forty-five per cent of 
the total population of the United 
States and Canada is without ac- 
cess to public libraries, says a re- 


port prepared for presentation here 
today before a meeting of the 
Southeastern Library association. 

The report, which required sev- 
eral months’ work by Miss Julia 
Wright Merrill, executive assistant 
of the American Library assocta- 
tion’s library extension committee, 
represents the most comprehensive 
investigation of its kind. It will be 
the basis for an association pro- 
gram of library promotion and de- 
velopment. 

“The problem of public library 
service for fifty million people now 
without it,” says the report, “‘is big 
enough to challenge the  0best 
thought and effort of the library 
profession, to engage the active in- 
terest of organizations concerned 
with education and wholesome liv- 
ing and to demand plans and pro- 
gram on a large scale. It is a na- 
tionwide problem, though largely a 
rural and village concern requiring 
social study and treatment as such. 

“The use made by rural people of 
the library facilities they have, the 
growing interest in books and li- 
brary service on the part of rural 
leaders and rural organizations 
show that the time is ripe for rural 
library extension.”’ 

Need for extension of separate 
library facilities for negroes is 
brought out in the report. 

The report stated expenditures 
per capita per year for public li- 
braries in the States range from 1 
cent in Mississippi to $1.08 in Cali- 
fornia, with a national average of 
32 cents. 

A total of 63,244,970 people are 
in the areas served by the 6,316 
public libraries in the United States 
and Canada, while 61,154,133 peo- 
ple in the two countries have no 
access to public libraries.

the French Ambassador, twice as 
much per capita for government as 
the American pays, and out of 
smaller wages. 

The fall of the franc has been 
barely arrested by this measure, for 
there is fear that the vote may be 
revoked. But if the franc should 
be “pegged” at 
3.40 cents, the internal debt of 
France will be paid in this depreci-| 
ated currency as fast as it comes 
due—virtually a repudiation of five- 
sixths of the $30,000,000.000 in-| 
debtedness to French bondholders. 

Great Britain has stabilized her 
currency, or nearly so, at a terrible 
cost in unemployment.

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THE L’ENFANT PLAN. 


When the public buildings bill is taken 
up in the Senate this week Senator 
Bruce’s amendment, providing that such 
buildings shall be erected on lands south 
of Pennsylvania and New York avenues, 
probably will be approved. There ap- 
pears to be little or no opposition to the 
Bruce amendment. The amendment 
provides that “‘aside from land that may 
be acquired for enlarging the site of the 
government printing office, the sum of 
$50,000,000 for projects in the District 
shall be used exclusively for the purpose 
of acquiring by purchase, condemnation 
or otherwise, south of Pennsylvania and 
New York avenues and west of Mary- 
land avenue, protracted in a straight line 
to Twining lake, such sites as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may deem necessary 
to provide such suitable office accommo- 
dations in the District of Columbia.” “Tt - 
provides further that it is “the sense of 
Congress that the haphazard practice 
heretofore pursued by the government 
of erecting or purchasing buildings for 
such office accommodations north of 
Pennsylvania avenue should come wholly 
to an end and that suitable provision 
for all such office accommodations in the 
future should be as nearly in harmony 
with the plan of Peter Charles L’Enfant 
as may be practicable.” 

In discussing his amendment Senator 
Bruce said that Congress now had an 
opportunity within its grasp to return 
to the L’Enfant plan for the development 
of Washington. Frequent efforts have 
been made to put Congress on record in 
favor of the L’Enfant plan. but to no 
avail. The L’Enfant plan would make 


of the land south of Pennsylvania’ and 
New York avenues a magnificent park 
in which government buildings would be 
grouped. This, of course, would make 
necessary the ownership of all the land 
in that section, and while the government 
has acquired a number of squares east 


of Fifteenth street a large acreage re- 
mains in private ownership, extending 
eastward from Fourteenth street to 
Third street. The Bruce amendment 
contemplates the eventual purchase by 
the government of all this property. The 
Maryland senator is deeply interested in 
the artistic side of the National Capital. 
He is opposed to a standard style of 
architecture and to the proposal to pur- 
chase land surrounding Lafayette square 
upon which to erect department build- 
ings, adserting that it would dwarf the 
White House. 

It is unlikely that any citizens of 
Washington will quarrel with Senator 
Bruce. Many of the older residents 
have watched with a great deal of inter- 
est the growth of the National Capital. 


They have seen the water front tirans- 
formed from a swamp into a beautiful 
parkway. They have observed the grad- 
ual development of the plan first outlined 
by Maj. L’Enfant and George Washing- 
ton, and they will undoubtedly approve 
the efforts of Senator Bruce to bring 
about a consummation of that plan.

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MUST KEEP SUBMARINES. 


In his address at the Associated Press 
luncheon on April 20 Secretary Kellogg 
Said: 


Our representatives at the Geneva 
meeting will help to the uttermost of their 
ability in preparing the way for agree- 
ments for the further limitation of naval 
armament at no distant date. Our people 
are practical idealists. They believe in 
dealing with what is visible and tan- 
gible. * * * #=Thus our. representa- 
tives at Geneva will endeavor, as far as 
possible, to use their influence in favor 
of projects which may be practical in their 
application and realizable in their develop- 
ment. 


Mr. Kellogg also said: ‘‘There is dan- 
ger that the competitive construction 
which formerly existed, particularly 
with respect to capital ships, may still 
be continued—in a less aggravated form, 
it is true—with respect to cruisers and 
other types of naval craft not dealt with 
by the Washington treaties.” 

It is well understood that the British 
delegates at Geneva will have a definite 
program to offer, and that one of the 
proposals to be urged by them will be 
the abolition of submarines. The United 
States leaned toward the idea of discard- 
ing submarines when the subject was 
considered at the Washington confer- 


ence, and-possibly the American delegates: 


at Geneva will be instructed to approve 
of the British suggestion. But it would 
be a grave mistake. 

France and Italy will not imperil their 
national defenses by doing away with 
the submarine. It is the only effective 
means of guarding their coasts which is 
within their financial resources. So 
long as France must maintain unim- 
peded communication with her African 
possessions, from which she draws man 
power in case of emergency, it is idle to 
expect her to agree to the abolition of the 
submarine. Italy is in the same posi- 
tion. With efficent submarines, France 
and Italy are assured of their share of 
the use of the Mediterranean. Without 
them both France and Italy would be 
subject to mortal blows from the sea. 


a great fleet. It has agr eed to restrict 
the building of capital ships and is behind 
both Great Britain and Japan in cruisers. 
Not possessing a navy of superior power, 
the United States is unable effectively 
to defend the Panama canal and Hawaii 
except with submarines and air forces. 
The bulk of the navy’s submarines are 
now in the Canal Zone and Hawaii, 
where they belong. The submarines can 
prevent a fleet from approaching or 
blockading the canal. As purely defen- 
sive craft they are not properly subject 
to denunciation as “inhuman,” and they 
have the advantage of great effectiveness 
at small cost. 

As Mr. Kellogg says, the American 
people are practical idealists and believe 
in dealing with projects which are prac- 
tical in application and realizable in their 
development. The project to abolish 
submarines by international agreement 
is neither practical nor realizable. As 
a coast-defense weapon the submarine is 
indispensable, at any rate while the 
range of air fighting is comparatively 
limited. By keeping aircraft carriers 
away from the coasts, submarines can 
practically prevent oversea air attacks. 

The United States should agree with 
other nations to outlaw the sinking of 
passenger vessels by submarines, but it 
can not afford to outlaw coast-defense 
submarines. To abolish submarines 
would mean either the destruction or 
capture of the Panama canal or the build- 
ing of a huge fleet to defend it.

THE RAILROAD LABOR BILL. 

The Senate seems indisposed to set a 
date for the consideration of the Parker- 
Watson railroad labor bill, in spite of the 
urgent desire on the part of the railroads 
and their employes for legislation. It is 
about a month since the House, after 
long debate, passed the Parker bill by a 
substantial majority. It has the ap- 
proval of the Senate committee, and Sen- 
ator Watson, of Indiana, who is sponsor 


for it in the Senate, has made repeated 


attempts to get a specific day set for 
consideration. 


In the meantime the association of | 
railway executives calls attention to the | 


fact that demands for very large in- 
creases in wages are now pending, and 
that the carriers are looking to the 
Parker-Watson bill as a method of 
adjusting the demands thus presented. 
They have the assurance of their em- 
ployes that the machinery which will be 
set in motion when the bill is enacted 
into law will be availed of by those em- 
ployes for the purpose of adjusting any 
differences which may arise. Unless

can be placed on the statutes there will 
exist no governmental machinery ade- 
quate for the purpose.

THE COAL CRUX IN BRITAIN. 


The subsidy given by the government 
last summer to the coal industry in Brit- 
ain has apparently failed completely to 
accomplish its purpose. It was recog- 
nized at the time as a sign of weakness, 
but there was some excuse or palliation 
for it, because the country was threat- 
ened with a general strike, which, in 
view of the crippled condition of indus- 
try and trade and the chronic mass of 
unemployment already existing, would 
have been disastrous in the extreme in 
its effects. Nominally handed.to the 
colliery owners, the subsidy was in real- 
ity a gift to the miners, because it enabled 
the employers to continue to pay wages 
on the same scale as had been up to that 
time in force. The calculation was that, 
during the period of the subsidy, which 
was to expire on May 1, 1926, the owners 
and the miners would get together and 
settle their differences. Several at- 
tempts in that direction were tried, but 
they were all ineffectual. What appears 
to have been the final effort was made 
on Thursday last, but the opinions of 
‘the two sides were so utterly irreconcil- 
able that the negotiations broke down

One hundred years, after the signing 
of the Declaration of Independence the 
American people realized for the first 
time that constructive steps should be 
taken for the preservation of the forests 
of the United States.

WHAT IS WRONG WITH 
EDUCATION? 

It is somewhat, surprising that, after 
so many centuries of experimentation, 
there is no general agreement among the 
authorities as to what really constitutes 
a good education. In the welter of prec- 
edents and theories the issue still re- 
mains confused, and no one is able to lay 
down dogmatically a guiding principle.. 
One deplorable result is that things are 
far from right in the American educa- 
tional system. 

Here is Prof. Robert N. Corwin, chair- 
man of the board of admissions of Yale 
university, who makes doleful complaint 
that, in the matter of solid scholastic 
attainment, the American student is at 
least one year, and probably even two 
years, behind his western European 
contemporary of the same collegiate 
grade. For this sad state of affairs he 
finds three main causes, namely, the 
scattering of a pupil’s efforts over a 
curriculum which has little correlation 
or continuity and leads nowhere in par- |

The management of the affairs of 
the District is a business like any 
other. Why should it not send out 
its tax bills as a matter of regular 
routine, as is done in other cities? 
Why, by refusing to do so, put the 
citizens of Washington to a vast 
deal of trouble and inconvenience, 
as it has been doing for so many 
years? The reason why is obvious 
enough. It is simply a case of the 
public be damned. We have no 
votes in Washington, and the com- 
missionerships are not elective of- 
fices. 

Mr. Rudolph explained to a com- 
mittee of Congress the other day 
that tax bills were not sent to the 
taxpayers of the District because the 
tax office had no complete list of 
Owners of real estate in Washing- 
ton. 

Great gcodness! If not, why not? 
Is it not the business of the tax 
office to have such a list? What 
excuse can there be for not having 
it? More “blithering.’’ 

As regards the “secret” seizure 
and sale of property in the District, 
the tax office contends that any 
owner of real estate can find out 
whether or not he is listed as a de- 
linguent by going to the District 
building and examining a_ book. 
But if he does not suspect his de- 
linguency, what good does that do 
him?

In a letter published in The Post of 
April 13, Representative Addison 
T. Smith, of Idaho, makes a flat 
statement which he will find ex- 
ceedingly difficult to prove, and the 
burden of proof will rest on him. 

When he declares that ‘‘the low- 
lands in the southwest corner of 
Yellowstone National park are 
inore valuable for storage purposes 
than for park purposes,’ he is as 
rash as in his statement to the 
Ilouse public lands committee in 
1921, when he described the same 
part of Yellowstone as a desolate, 
mosquito-ridden swamp. 

Since that first bill went down to 
defeat, explorers, anglers and loy- 
ers of primitive nature have found 
the Falls river and Bechler river 
basins a region of unusual wilder- 
ness beauty, alternately grassy 
meadow and heavy forest,.through 
which wander five little rivers in- 
habited with large and lusty trout. 
One of the witnesses who will dis- 
pute Mr. Smith’s hasty statement 
before the committee declares it the 
most delightful camping country 
he knows in his native west, and 
Horace M, Albright, superintendent 
of Yellowstone National park, well 
known in Washington, will testify 
that it is one of the most fascinat- 
ing and essential parts of the in- 
comparable Yellowstone 
ness. 

This charmed area, which Mr. 
Smith proposes’ to inundate, is 
appropriately, even gorgeously, 
framed with high plateaus over 
whose brink and down whose steep 
forested sides streams leap frothily 
in many waterfalls and cascades 
of conspicuous beauty. What a

submitted to the senator and ap- 
proved by him, it was, with his con- 
sent, filed in the telegraph office 
and printed next afternoon in the 
Louisville paper.

Differs From Many. 


Therein Joe Blackburn differed 
from many ‘‘statesmen,” some of 
whom have occupled the presiden- 
tial chair, who, frightened by the 
effect of the publication of an au- 
thorized interview, have not hesi- 
tated to deny, and even denounce, 
iwhen they thought their Interests 
might be served by such a denial. 
An old army end called me 
down this morning for my failure 
to mention “Klotz’s” on G street, 
just above the War Department 
building. Klotz kept an unique 
place. There was a sort of mezza- 
nine floor set with tables around, at 
which at 1 o’clock every afternoon 
could be found Gen. Stanton, pay- 
master general of the ramy; Maj. 
Muhlenburg, of the pay corps; Ad- 
miral Harris, of the navy, and a 
score or so of others prominent in 
the army and the navy. From time 
to time Gen. Humphrey, then a 
major, afterward quartermaster 
general; Gen. Ainsworth and others 
equally prominent, as well as Billy 
Annin, Frank Hosford, John Car- 
son and Charley Randolph were 
frequently of the party. 

Then Gen. Stanton reached the 
age of retirement and passed from 
the active list of the army. He de- 
cided to make his home in Omaha 
where he had spent many years of 
his active life. He bought a house 
in the city “‘where flows the dark 
Missouri down’’ and expected to 
renew his old acquaintances of the 
days when he was “‘maje’’ to half 
the population. But times had 
changed. He was lonesome and 
succumbed. He desired to be buried 
in Arlington. Of course his wishes 
were carried out. There was a 
military funeral at which the 
}honors due his rank were tendered. 
The cortege formed at the railroad 
station and proceeded up Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. Reaching Seven- 
teenth street, the escort was ewung 
into that street and along G to 
ighteenth, where it was again 
brought onto the Avenue and pro- 
ceeded to the cemetery across the 
Aqueduct bridge. 

The next afternoon at the lunch- 
eon in Klotz’s one of the escort ask- 
ed the officer who had charge of the 
obsequies: ‘Say, colonel, why did 
you swing the procession into G 
street, when Pennsylvania avenue 
was clear and unobstfucted?”’ 
“Just because I wanted the gen- 
eral to pass Klotz’s once without 
going in.’”’ That answer was fully 
appreciated and entirely satisfac- 
tory.

AUTHOR PRESENTS

HEN actors get clerical rates, dramatic critics might well be given 
the same benefit—always with the admonition that they shall 
not travel on trains with theatrical troupes. The law of self preservation, 
of course, would be sufficient unto critics.

with the theater in one way or another could enjoy clerical rates—-even 
down to those who purchase tickets at the box-offices. If by presenting 
stubs of tickets used at any theatrical performance a man or woman 
would be entitled to reduced railroad fare the line would form to the 
right for all road shows.

A lot of things familiar today | 
were at that time either entirely | 
unknown or in the most elementary 


There were few 
Henry Ford was 
mechanic in Detroit. The safety 
bicycle was still rather new, and 
pedaling on this—-single or tandem 
-—-was the chief diversion of Amer- 
ica. There was no such word as 
jaz, no practical wireless teleg- 
raphy, no radio. A “new game 
called golf’’ was played by a hand- 
ful and laughed at by everyone 
else. Women’s hair and_=e skirts 
were long. Cigars and cigarettes 
cost a nickel. <A snappy suit of 
clothes might be had for $15. The 
safety razor was unheard of and 
whiskers rampant. Grover Cleve- 
land was President. The Spanish- 
American war was two years in the 
future. Such was ‘“‘the American 
scene’’ when the ‘vitascope’’ ap- 
peared. 

The spectators first gasped in 
astonishment, then burst into ap- 
plause, as a pencil of light pierced 
the pitch-black theater, struck the 
screen, and revealed the figure of 
Annabelle Moore, a serpentine dan- 
cer. There was a flash of the last 
act of Charley Hoyt’s farce, ‘‘A Milk 
White Flag,” then popular on 
Broadway, another dance by Mae 
Lucas from ‘“‘The Gaiety Girl,” and 
some bits of scenery. The last pic- 
ture shown depicted ‘some waves 
rolling in against the rocks at Man-'

There were no picture-plays or 
photodramas as now known. It 
was several years after the vita- 
scope’s debut before a daring pro- 
ducer made ‘‘The Great Train Rob- 
which was 800 feet long, had 
a real story, and ran about ten min- 
utes. 

Today there are in the United 
States 20,233 theaters in which mo- 
tion pictures are shown. They have 
a seating capacity of 18,554,859. 
One hundred and thirty million per- 
sons patronize them each week. 
Three hundred thousand men and 
women are regularly employed in 
the production, distribution and ex- 
hibition of the movies; $1,500,000,- 
000 is invested in the industry; it 
ranks fourth among the nation’s 
great business enterprises. 

There are theaters seating as 
many as 6,000. Feature pictures 
run as long as 12,000 feet and pro- 
vide an evening’s entertainment. 
There will be some 700-odd photo- 
dramas, and twice as many “short 
subjects,’’ made this year. One bil- 
lion two hundred and fifty million 
feet of raw film wil] be manufactur- 
ed during the same period.

Mr. Coolidge has read 
history avidly since his boyhood. It 
has held the most charm for him of 
any form of literature, and he al- 
ways knows the historical back- 
ground of matters of state. Per- 
haps it is this faculty that has given 
him the gift of caution, because his- 
torians see not only the present 
moment, but the past and future 
as well.

In| 
this way only will the plumbing and 
heating trade receive part of the 
public’s income. 

Today few people subtract from 
their cash capital to pay for the 
things they want to buy. They tax 
their incomes over the period of a 
year instead. Most of their busi- 
nesses are earning more than the| 
finance cost of money on these pur- | 
chases, so it really pays them to|} 
keep their capital employed in their | 
own business for expansion pur-| 
poses and turnovers 

The local finance company is 
composed entirely of local capital, 
as are many local successful mort- | 
gage companies, and at present it! 
is expanding to take care of the! 
increasing demands for funds. It'| 
buys at discount partial payment 
contracts on heating plants, plumb- 
ing installations, electrical instal- 
lations, oil burners and all other 
permanent improvements to houses.

To Sell Securities. 


The company will eventually, of 
course, finance its business through 
the sale of securities to the public, 
but at present the object is to dis- 
tribute its holdings among the mem- 
bers of the association and their 
friends, as far as possible, to in- 
sure it a volume of business from 
its own membership. 

The company is essentially their 
company and every dollar invested 
is in secure confessed judgment 
notes. The members who belong 
now are making banking profits 
without tying themselves up.

Method Saves Warmth 
and Also Money. 


IS PROVEN AS PRACTICAL 


Industrial engineers became 


familiar, long ago, with the fact 
that artificial heat, no matter how 
generated, costs money. Not only 
that, but they went a step further, 
and learned the lesson that wast- 
ing heat°was wasting money. 

In earlier days, miles of uncov- 
ered steam pipes caused enormous 
waste of heat in industrial plants. 
But the keen competition of busi- 
ness allows no loophole unguarded 
against the escape of profits. Thus 
it was not long before industrial 
engineers were insisting upon in- 
sulating all heat conducting medi- 
ums against loss of heat. Thereby, 
the industrial engineer has estab- 
lished a worthwhile lesson in econ- 
omy for the home-owner, who has 
a heating plaht in his basement. 

Wherever there are bare heated 
surfaces, there is radiation of heat 
that is costly to the owner of the 
coal pile. Nowadays this logs is 
prevented by pipe covering and 
boiler sheathing. 

The same pipe covering and 
sheathing used with such economy 
in the great industrial plants is 
now applied to the furnace or 
boiler and all bare heating pipes 
in anyone’s basement. The insula- 
tion “‘bottles up” the heat passing 
through the pipes and prevents 
wasteful radiation of heat where it 
is not wanted. It is a matter of 
statistical record that over, 95 per 
cent of all basements are overheat- 
ed, due entirely to uncovered pipes 
and heating plant. 

Meanwhile, the rooms in the 
house are underheated, or the 
warmth ,required is obtained only 
by a prodigal use of coal. Such a 
condition can not be tolerated with 
coal at its present figure, and like- 
ly to be still higher priced during 
the heating season. Only such 
ceonomies as tke covering of bare 
pipes and furnace or. boiler, that 
are practical, should be attempted. 
Tey nave been proved practical in 
sO many instances that to ignore 
them would be folly, indeed.

I have made it a 
practice to take down curtains the 
moment they become limp. And 
thus I have almost doubled the life 
of our curtains. 


Three years ago I made ruffled 
voile curtains for all. our bedroom 
windows. Those at the front win- 
dows I kept scrupulously clean 
throughout the three years, and 
despite their southern exposure, 
they are still in a very good condi- 
tion. Those at the rear windows 
where there ts considerably less sun- 
shine and which were washed only 
about one-half as much as the cur- 
tains at the front of the house are 
almost in tatters. Naturally there 
is but one conclusion. 

While I admire silk and other art 
fabrics for window curtains, I must 
admit that I have found the wash- 
able materials more durable. In 
almost every instance they lasted 
longer and carried their age better. 
Personally, I have found it a dis- 
tinct advantage in buying pure 
white material and using the cur- 
tains until they began to yellow and 
then tinting them ecru, buff, tan or

This time of the year when the 
house is undergoing general change 
and freshening up, we are often 
confronted with the problem of re- 
storing yellowed curtains. Of course 
one can not prevent the curtains 
from becoming sunburned, but one 
can prevent them yellowing from 
imbedded dust and soot which is 
due to infrequent washing. It is 
my opinion that most of us do not 
wash our curtains often enough. 
We are still laboring under the 
opinion that it is not wise to wash 
curtains too often because they will 
not wear. This opinion went out 
of fashion with lace curtains. Per- 
haps it was true then, but today 
most washable curtains will last 
longer if washed oftener than they 
usually are. In this way dust does 
not, become tmbedded in the fabric 


ing of curtains with my friends, I 
find they regard curtain washing as 
a tremendous task. Yet to me it 
seems extremely simple. After the 
curtains are taken down I always 
hang them out in the wind to blow 
the dust out, then I soak them for 
an hour or two in soapy lukewarm 
water and wash them in my electric 
washer for the usual time allowed 
each load. I wring them into the 
warm rinse and if I find they are 
not as clean as they ought to be, the 
washer is drained, fresh water run 
in and the curtains are washed the 
second time. 


Tints Fabrics. 


After rinsing them twice, if I 
find the curtains are badly discol- 
ored, I tint them. When there are 
only one or two pairs I use coffee 
for coloring, but when there are 
more I cook a quart of soap dye, 
add it to clean water in the electric 
washer, run it long enough to mix

the dye and water well and throw 
the curtains into that and let the 
washer run for as long as seems 
desirable. 

Hanging them in the air to dry 
only partially and ironing them on 
my electric ironer while they are 
still very damp eliminates entirely 
the need of a stretcher. The panel 
curtains I fold lengthwise, evenly, 
and feed them straight into the 
ironer, first one side and then the 
other. The ruffled curtains I do by 
ironing the rufffe first, and follow- 
ing the same course with the 
straight body of the curtain as with 
the panel curtains, I feed it into the 
ironer, making certain the ruffle 
remains outside of the open end. 
The trick is, of course, to feed the 
straight part of the curtain in so 
carefully that all of it up to the 
very edge of the ruffle is beauti- 
fully froned. This ironing method 
is so very rapid that I have often 
washed and ironed seven pairs of 
ruffled curtains in less than four 
hours.

Toast in Child's Diet. 


| Since such hard foods, as well as 
| vegetables, are not usually included 
iin the selective diet of the average 
lchild, the careful mother begins in 
| babyhood to train the infant’s ap- 
petite, by including in its first food 
the puree of vegetables eaten with 
Sticks of dry toast or zwieback.

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
To Stop Bleeding. 

Q—-Four months ago I had a 
tooth extracted. After the opera- 
tion, bleeding kept up all night 
long. I have another tooth that 
needs to be extracted and I dread 
the operation. Will you please tel 
me why I should have this trouble 
and if there is anything that I can 
do to prevent its recurrence. M. L. 

A—-A hemorrhage after an ex- 
traction is usually due to the fact 
that the blood has a slow clotting 
time. This simply ma@ans that it 
takes longer than usual for the ends 
of the biood vessels to clot and close 
up so as to stop this bleeding. 

The blood lacks fibrin so that it 
will not clot. A clot sealing an 
opening in a ruptured blood vessel 
is nature’s special method of stop- 
ring bleeding. 

People are born with this lack of 
fibrin in their blood. It is very dif- 
ficult or impossible, in most cases, 
to cure this condition. 

Sometimes blood accumulates in 
the gums about the teeth. This is| Fe : : : 
usually caused by pyorrhea, gingivi-| Ea pn: i 
ties or an infection that was pre- % 
viously present. When the tooth is 
extracted, there may be oozing of 
blood for a longer period than nor- 
mal, 

You should advise your dentist 
that your blood clots slowly before 
any operative work is done on the 
teeth or jaws. 

He will give certain drugs to in- 
crease the clotting power of the 
blood. Oftentimes, he merely ad- 
visea gelatine to be eaten regularly 
for a féw days before the tooth Is 
extracted,

Driver Declares Fraction of 
Second in Speed Often 
Traced to Device. 


CHANGES ARE MADE 
IN EVERY 500 MILES 


Says Passenger Cars Need 
New Ones, at Least After 
10,000 Miles. 


By EARL COOPER, 
Noted Race Driver, 


The most variable factor in speed- 
way racing today is the driver. The 
performances of which the cars 
themselves are capable can be de- 


termined before each race almost in 
terms of exact science. 

To illustrate how scientifically 
exact the profession of speedway 
racing has become, it might be 
pointed out that drivers are striving 
continually for such a small differ- 
ence in time as a tenth of a second 
per lap on the 114 mile ovals. They 
realize that their ability or inability 
to achieve this may mean the dif- 
ference between winning or losing 
the race. 

The engines, in fact the entire 
race cars of today, are practically 
identical.

The Forty-fifth infantry (Philip- 
pine scouts) was second among the 
infantry regiments, qualifying 98.3 
per cent with the shoulder rifle, 
with an average score of 291, tying 
the high score of the Thirtieth in- 
fantry.

NO TYPES TO BE FIXED 


_———— 


Although the army appropriation 
act for the next fiscal year allots 
$3,328,000 for construction of bar- 
racks and quarters at army posts, 
nothing, as yet, is available for car- 
rying out the long-pending War De- 
partment program of military post 
construction with its special inde- 
pendent fund created by an act of 
March 3, last. This is the fund that 
Congress intends, when it gets 
around to it, shall serve as a means 
of realizing the army construction 
program, the cost of which is to be 
defrayed from the proceeds of the 
sale of abandoned reservations and 
obsolete buildings, most of which 
property has survived the useful- 
ness it possessed in the world war 
period. ‘ 

The new appropriation act spe- 
cially authorizes an expenditure of 
from the construction 
fund for work at Camp Lewis, 
Vash., and an additional draft of 
$450,000 for work at Schofield bar- 
racks, Hawaii, but none of this 
construction can be undertaken un- 
til the fund is made available by 
Congress. Out of the regular bar- 
racks and quarters appropriation 
will be taken an allotment of $5,- 
000 for repair of the old buildings 
known as “The Castle,’’ at Fort 
Niagara, N. Y. 

The Secretary of War has de- 
cided that he does not desire to 
establish a fixed rule in reference 
to the type of barracks and quar- 
ters to be built at any army post. 
These should provide suitable ac- 
commodations in as compact a lay- 
out as found practicable. The land- 
scape, type of buildings already at 
a post, climatic conditions, and 
other elements will be taken into 
consideration.

Hollywood, Calif., April 24 (By 
the Associated Press). — Shiny 
serge suits have been supplanted 
by arrays of English-tailored gar- 
ments. Flossy fur imitations have 
given way to sables. Instead of 
hall bedrooms, there are fine 
homes. Trips to Europe, once con- 
fined to dreams, now receive no 
more thought than visits to Flor- 
ida.

at this period of the year, a dis- 
tinct trend of increasing wages in 
the building crafts is now in prog- 


ress. Although a general up- 
ward tendency in these wages has 
been in existence for the last four 
vears, the wage increases now be- 
ing granted in the principal Ameri- 
can cities are greater, according to 
a report given out yesterday by S. 
W. Straus & Co., than at any prev- 
ious spring readjustment. 

As the result of recent wage in- 
creases in New York, the metropo- 
lis now takes first place in the 
country for wages paid in the 
building trades. During the last 
five vears St. Louis has led all 
American cities in this respect, but 
the Missouri city now takes second 
place. The advances in building 
wages in the new spring agree- 
ments are reflected in building cost 
indices which have gone up as 
much as 4 points. 

Strong and _ persistent efforts 
have been put forth by employ- 
ers’ associations to prevent ad- 
| vancing wage scales, but these ef- 
forts have not been sufficient to 
{hold back the steadily rising cost 
|of labor in the building and con- 
‘struction fields which will, of 
course, have the effect of strength- 
ening the rental market. 


Indications of Increases. 


While there are hundreds of 
smaller cities where building wages 
have been stabilized for some time, 
‘there are indications of still further 
|inereases in a number of cities 
where wage readjustments are now 
under discussion. Among the cities 
of the country where either pro- 
nounced wage increases have been 
granted this spring or where the| 
workers are now pressing vigorous- 
ly for agreements at higher levels 
are New York, Chicago, Baltimore, 
Boston, Pittsburgh, Buffalo, Cin- 


STEADY PAY GAINS. 


With the largest volume of build-| 


cinnati, Detroit, Indianapolis, Hous-|

It is to be noted, however, accord- 
ing to the Straus survey, that these 
advances have been accomplished 
without material disturbance to the 
general progress of the industry. 
The most serious conditions have 
existed in Cleveland during the last 
two months, where approximately 
$80,000,000 worth of construction 
work has been held up as the result 
of the strike of the painters, 
glaziers and common laborers. The 
painters and glaziers are demand- 
ing an increase of 12% cents an 
hour over the $1.25 rate and the 
five-day week. The laborers are 
demanding a similar increase per 
hour over the old rate of 87% 
cents. It is estimated that nearly 
13,000 building mechanics are af- 
fected directly or indirectly by the 
strike.

a Lighting Method Aids 


Surgeons in Hospital 
Operations. 


‘“‘davlightless’’ operating 
which a surgeon can not 
faint shadow on the 
lite-and-death work beneath his 
fingers,’ is the ‘atest developmen! 
in hospital ecripment. With no 
dependence whataver placed upon 
sunshine, this type of room is s0 
completely lighted, both from the 
ceiling and from “‘‘electric windows © 
in the walls, that all hours of the 
day and night are equally bright. 
One of the best examples of the 
new idea is in the hospital just 
erected at a university in Cleve 
land. 

In the ceiling is set a rectangle 
of 1,000-watt lamps, directed down 
upon the operating table. Smaller 
lamps at the corners can be. 
switched on and off independently 
of the rest, to illuminate the room 
when the, strong light is notrneed- 
ed. The ‘others are behind ground 

glass panes to secure perfect dif- 
tary without glare. Some of 
these are equipped with color 
slides so that effects can be. pro- 
duced .which greatly aid a physi- 
cian in distinguishing various kinds 
of tissues, healthy and diseased. 

The “electric windows’”’ are large 
oblong sheets of opal glass, cover- 
ing spaces in the walls within 
which are mounted electric lamps 
producing a daylight radiance 
about half as bright as that of 
clear sky, so that there is abun- 
dant light without excessive bril- 
liance. These are used principal- 
ly in lying-in rooms of maternity 
hogpitals, where the light should 
come horizontal or from a source 
not more than 45 degrees above 
horizontal. 

In hospital bedrooms equipped 
with the best possible illumination, 
all lamps are mounted where there 
can be no uncomfortable glare in 
a patient’s eyes. Plight lights are 
set in the baseboards, where they 
can cast a glow across the floor

The defense counsel then opened his case, stating that an 
almost ludicrous attempt had been made to get up a case 
of misconduct against Mrs. Charrington. She had known 
the young man from the time he was’8 years old and 
mothered him through his orphan life. He was not well 
off, and she had helped him with his career, had given 
him a home and the affection of a true mother. When he 
was 12 years old he had gravely proposed to Eileen Char- 
rington who was then only 9, and was told by Mrs. Char- 
rington that he had better wait until he was an admiral.

FTER a hard fought legal battle and 
A one which revealed tragedy more 
gripping, more poignant than is 
often disclosed in a courtroom, the 
honor of Mrs. Mildred Charrington has 
been vindicated. 

The jury which heard all the amazing 
evidence refused to believe the ugly 
charges made against her by her hus- 
band and son, I]t set the seal of the 
law’s unqualified belief on her claim 
that her interest in the orphaned naval 
lieutenant she welcomed into her home 
was purely maternal and that she was 
not plotting to steal the young officer’s 
love away from her daughter. Her hus- 
band was refused the divorce he sodght 
and she was granted the one she de- 
manded in a counter suit. 

The chief characters in the unusual 
domestic tragedy which the airing of 
the Charringtons’ troubles brought to 
the British High Court of Justice were 
Ernest Charles Charrington, wealthy 
business man; his wife, Mildred, whom 
he married in 1902; Lieut. Richard John 
Harrison, of the British navy, whom the 
husband named as corespondent, and 
the Charringtons’ two children, Regi- 
nald, a young man of 23, and Eileen, a 
young woman of 20. 

The Charringtons had been estranged 
sinde the time Eileen was born, athough 
they continued to live together and 
Charrington provided handsomely for 
his family. There had been trouble over 
the wife’s desire to have an income set- 
tled on her. Also she resented her hus- 
band’s long absences at golf and charged 
that he drank excessively and that when 
intoxicated he treated her cruelly. 

Mr. Charrington testified that he had 
known young Harrison from the time he 
was a schoolmate of his son, Reginald. 
Young Harrison’s parents were dead 
and he often came to visit the Charring- 
tons and called Mrs. Charrington 
*‘Mumsie.”’ 

As the boy grew older Charrington 
became tired of his repeated visits and 
the manner in which he was received. 
When he complained to his wife, she re- 
plied with suggestion of a possible mar- 
riage between their daughter, Eileen, 
and Harrison. Mr. Charrington disap- 
proved this idea because Eileen was still 
only a young girl at school. When Har- 
rison began to come to the Charrington 
home every week-end and sleep in a 
dressing room next to Mrs. Charring- 
ton’s bedroom, the husband protested 
again. 

His wife said she was interested only 
in guarding Harrison’s morals, so he 
would remain a fit man to marry their 
daughter. Later he got information 
from a number of sources which led him 
to bring the action for divorce.

gon and had seen him having breakfast

“Dearest Ernest: I fee] I must write 
and thank you from my heart and for 
the last time for all your generosity. I 
feel sure, had we been left to ourselves, 
this parting would never have come 
about, as we have both loved each other 
and no one else and have been true to 
each other, but we have both been in- 
discreet in our friends, and money has 
done that for us both. I know I have 
been taken in and trusted the wrong 
people. ‘ 

“One thing in this terrible trouble | 
have found, one can’t live without re- 
ligion. Pleasures of life sometimes 
make us forget God. I wish we could 
both start life over again and be kinder 
to each other, but this is all too late 
now. But whatever hard words and 
things we shall have to say about each 
other during this case I shall always re- 
member you have been my best friend, 
but not the husband you might have 
been. I can’t believe all the cruel things 
Reg has said you believe about me will 
be proved. I have done nothing. 


“T could understand your wanting a 
divorce if either of us wanted to marry 
again, but for myself I have no wish to. 
But to bring disgrace and trouble on the 
family and innocent children seems 
cruel and heartless. I would make any 
sacrifice for them and the old people. 
Money and men are not my aim in life, 
as Reg says. I wish we could have 
avoided all this publicity. I only hope 
my prayers will be heard and I shall get 
strength to go through this ordeal. 
Good-by, dear. I wish you could have 
thought of me as you have always done. 
Your loving wife, Millie.”

“Was there any secrecy of any kind about the break- 
fasts in your bedroom with Harrison?” Mrs. Charrington 


was asked. 

“Never,” was her answer. 

“And was Eileen there sometimes ?” 

“Yes.” 

She said Harrison had never been in 
her bed but once. That was when 
Eileen was bringing in the breakfast 
and he had hidden under the eiderdown 
quilt. When Eileen came in he uncov- 
ered himself and laughed at her sur- 
prise. She said she had given him many 
presents, had supplied him with cloth- 
ing when he was ill and got a tutor for 
him when he failed in his examination 
for midshipman in the navy. 


She had made him promise not to buy 
a motor car until he was 21, and just 
before his birthday she had seen a coupe 
and bought it, as her own car was under 
repair. She had told Harrison that if 
he was stationed at home he could pay 
half the price of the car and use it. If 
not she would pay for the car herself. 
That.had been one of the chief causes 
of her son’s jealousy and she got rid of 
the car. She had advised the young 
man carefully about the temptations 
and difficulties he would meet when he 
went to sea and at home in London and 
had otherwise cared for him as a son. 

“Did you think it a proper thing that 
you, a married woman, should have this 
man in your bedroom in his pajamas 
and dressing gown when you were in 
bed ?” 

“T regarded him as my own son and 
he was such a heart hungry boy I 
thought nothing of it. I was foolish 
perhaps.” 

The next dramatic witness was young 
Harrison. When he was 8 years old he 
had met Reginald Charrington, a boy of 
the same age, at school and had become 
very friendly with him, visiting at the 
Charrington estate over the holidays.

He denied any misconduct and said 


he had never even thought it would be 


regarded as scandalous that he should 
stay at the same hotel as Mrs. Charring- 
ton because he regarded himself as her

kissed her. 

“Are you still on affectionate terms 
with Mrs. Charrington?” he was asked. 

“Not exactly,” was his reply. “I am 
very grateful for all that she had done 
forme. I have not seen her since I went 
abroad. I am very fond of her, entirely 
as a son to a mother, but with all this 
business on, and all these rows I don’t 
really know where I am.”’ 

When Eileen Charrington, a lovely 
and youthful replica of her mother was 
called to the stand there was none of the 
hostility that had marked the testimony 
of her brother and father. She had 
known Harrison, she said since he was 
8 and she was 5 years old. They had 
played together as children and as they 
grew up were very fond of each other. 

“Was he in love with you,” she was 
asked. | 

“I think so.”’ 

“And you with him?” 

“Yes,” 

“When Harrison stayed at your home 
he slept in the room next to your moth- 
er’s?”’ 

“Tee.” 

“What was the habit as to break- 
fast?” 

“T would come downstairs and have

breakfast with my mother in her bed- 
room.” 

“Would Harrison have breakfast in 
the bedroom, too?”’ 

“Yes, and my brother.” 

‘There has been some suggestion that 
the doors of both rooms were sometimes 
locked.” 

“T know that Dickie’s door was only 
locked when he was having a bath.” 

The young woman said she had tried 
to have her father take Mrs. Charring- 
ton back and end all the trouble, but had 
failed, and testified very sadly to her 
father’s drinking habits. 

Then the attack on Charrington be- 
gan with the affidavit of a maid who 
had been employed at the Charrington 
apartments at one time and who had 
been traced to New York in order to 
obtain her evidence. 


This maid told of the visits of disso- 


lute women to the place in the absence 


of Mrs. Charrington and of finally refus- 
ing to admit the women any more. 
Charrington was recalled to the stand 
and denied any misconduct, explaining 
that a man whom he had met in‘a bar 
had brought two women with him when 
he called. 


He got into difficulties under cross-ex- 
amination and could not give the name 
of his chance acquaintance. 

The evidence was strengthened by 
contributory testimony on both sides 
and the case was then presented to the 
jury, which was given three issues to 
determine: Whether Mrs. Charrington 
had been guilty of misconduct with Har- 
rison, whether Charrington had been 
guilty of cruelty and whether he had 
misconducted ? imself. 

The jury must decide what was the 
status of Harrison in the Charrington 
household. 

The accusations made against him 
seemed to have accumulated on the part 


of the husband and son in 1923 and even 
at that time Mr. Charrington had writ- 
ten his wife to say that the truth was 
that Reginald was jealous of his former 
schoolmate and friend because of the 
affection his mother gave the boy. And 
then the judge permitted himself a wee 
bit of sentiment. The jury had seen 
Harrison on the witness stand, he said. 
They had heard his letters of filial devo- 
tion to Mrs. Charrington. They must 
consider whether those letters were 
truth or humbug. Was the corespond- 
ent a truthful and an honorable man o1 
was he the sort of reptile that had been 
described in the testimony against him’ 
He was in the navy. As a rule, the 
judge said, they did not breed reptiles 
and liars there. 

The jury took only three-quarters of 
an hour to reach a verdict. It found 
that Mrs. Charrington had not miscon- 
ducted herself with Harrison, nor he 
with her; it found Charrington guilty of 
both cruelty and misconduct. Where- 
upon the Chief Justice, Lord Merivale, 
dismissed the suit against Mrs. Char- 
rington, rendered a divorce decree in 
her favor and placed the costs of both 
suits upon Charrington. 

“T ought to say,” said Lord Merivale, 
“and the jury wish me to express their 
view, that Lieut. Harrison leaves this 
court without the slightest stain on his 
character.” 

“At this,” the court stenographer me- 
ticulously reported,. “the,people in the 
gallery clapped their hands, a demon- 
stration that was immediately sup- 
pressed.”

HE star of destiny, and perhaps the prayers 

of a thoughtful, affectionate girl who saw 
in the young countryman material of which 
great statesmen are made, probably such as 
she read about in the books she pored over 
with him in the twilight on the front veranda 
of the country home, brought the assistance 
of a kindly friend who loaned him $30, 
enough to buy his freedom from his trade and 
leave him to pursue his studies. 


For a time everything was rosy in the lives 
of the simple country sweethearts, and they 
made plans for the future. But in a short 
time it became necessary for the young stu- 
dent to move to another county for his wel- 
fare. 

The parting of the two lovers seemingly 
deprived them of life itself. They separated 
with many tears and promises of fidelity but 
so poor were these two who were destined to 
hold the first places in the land that it was 
three years before they met again as neither 
one had the money to travel the short dis- 
tance of 150 miles. 

But hard work and devotion to duty had 
its final reward and in February, 1826, a 
simple wedding took place in the residence 
of Abigail’s brother at Moravia. 

On this day young Abigail really began to 
live as heretofore, except for the buoyancy 
of her dreams and the inspiration of love she 
had lived a dull and secluded and rather un- 
interesting life.

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She was the youngest child of Lemuel 
Powers, a prominent clergyman of Still- 
water, Saratoga county, N. Y., but he 
died while Abigail was in her infancy, leaving 
her to the care of her mother. Mrs. Powers 
found that her income would not allow her 
to live in the style in which she lived when 
Abigail was born, so she determined to move 
with her brother and several families of re- 
lations and friends to a frontier settlement. 
She selected Cayuga county, New York, the 
mecca of their fortunes, and here the future 
mistress of the White House played amongst 
the golden rod and evergreen and learned 
self-sacrifice and endurance amidst frontier 
conditions. 

These early hardships no doubt con- 
tributed largely to the forming of a noble 
character which without doubt brought the 
country boy through countryside and village 
to great cities and finally the Capital of the 
nation. From her earliest childhood young 
Abigail was studious and ambitious. 

She seemed to know she must prepare for 


a more exalted position than it appeared 
likely she would have. Abigail was one of 
the youngest teachers to preside over a class 
room in New York State, and she often de- 
clared that she learned much about human 
nature to guide her in the years of national 
life in the one-room country schools in which 
she taught.

HE owed to her mother her early instruc-

If Lowell Sherman had hugged his bride hard enough 
to break one of her ribs, and she had wanted to seek 
legal redress for the injury, she would have found 
numerous laws designed to cover just such a situation. 


INCE love is the most powertul of ou: 

emotions and the great driving force 

of human life, it is only natural that it 
should be encouraged and protected by the 
law. But only those who have made a specia! 
rudd f the subject fully understand the 
painstaking lengths to which the law goes in 
fostering the emotion of love and guarding i! 
ugainst all unfavorable influences. 

It is almost impossible to conceive of an\ 
difficulty that might disturb the progress 0! 
courtship and marriage for which the law 
does not have to offer at least one remed\ 
Nothing is too trivial to receive the law’s at 
tention so long as it concerns even remotels 
the love which exists or once existed between 
a man and a woman. 

The girl who suffers a cracked rib from 
her lover’s too strenuous embrace, the dis- 
illusioned young man who wants his engage- 
ment gifts returned, the wife who thinks she 
is not being kissed as often as she should be 
all these and countless other situations are 
fully covered by laws in the statute books 
and legal precedents in the records of cour! 
procedure. 

Prof. Albert Levitt, professor of law in the 
Washington and Lee university law school, 
has been considering the subject of love and 
the law and he presents some interesting re- 
sults of his study in a recent issue of the 
Journal of Social Hygiene. 

Love touches all human beings, according 
to Prof. Levitt. It drives them to action 
and tinges all their activities. That is wh) 
the law is interested in love. The law con- 
serves and fosters love when love drives those 
‘within its power toward high and noble ac 
tions. The law curbs, frustrates and attempts 
to destroy love when love incites antisocia! 
conduct. 

To the law, love is a pliysical and spiritual! 
complex of factors. These elements inter- 
mingle and color each other, and one can not 
be completely isolutcd from the others. But 
the law does emphasize under differing con- 
ditions one or more of these various factors. 

On the physical side of love the law rules 
that not all mature and normal persons are 
fit mates for each other. Persons who are 
blood relations within certain degrees, such 
as brother and sist parent and child, uncle 
and niece, aunt and nephew, grandparent and 
grandchild, are forbidden to marry. In some 
States the prohibition extends to relations of 
the half-blood, to the first and second cou- 
sins and to relations-in-law. 

The law does not 
“love nests,”’ 


“affinities,” 
A eulogistic 
term can not legalize a meretricious relation. 
Nor is there any sympathy with the super- 
ficial school of pseudo-philosophy that looks 
upon every instinct as its own excuse for be- 
ing and, therefore, to be gratified. ‘‘Self- 
expressionists’’ meet short shrift at the hands 
of the law.

With Libraries 


Visits of the county children’s librarian 
are eagerly looked forward to in the schools 
of Jackson county, Oreg. That officer fre- 
@guently accompanies the county school su- 
perintendent on his rounds and not only in- 
structs teachers and children in the care and 
cataloguing of books, but tells them delight- 
fi stories and helps to stimulate a love for 
eaod reading. Lists of books read are kept 
ry the children in many schools. At the end 
a7 che school year teachers in 36 schools tab- 
ujated results, and it was found that in the 
34 ecnools 5,514 books had been read, repre- 
santing .1,478 different books. The largest 
number of books, 433, were read by 25 pupils 
in a one-teacher school, and in another one- 
teacher school 12 pupils had read 201 books. 
Five children reported 60 books each, which 
was considered too many, ‘‘Black Beauty’’ 
proved the most popular book with the chil- 
‘dren, and “Tom Sawyer” was next in popu- 
| larity. 

A strong library spirit has for 30 years 
characterized Jackson county, and the last 
five years have witnessed a rapid expansion 
of library facilities. Through cooperation of 
the county superintendent of schools and the 
county librarian, in addition to a county li- 
brary, branch libraries have been established 
y in nine small towns, 35 adult dibraries of 50

books each have been placed in farm homes, 
and libraries have been loaned to teachers of 
65 rural schogls. The school libraries con- 
sist of 25 books each and are changed pe- 
riodically.—School Life.

Students in the rural unit of the Territorial 
Normal and Training school at Waimanalo, 
Hawaii, are expected to participate in the life 
of the neighboring people.

What would be assault and battery, 
when directed toward a stranger or 
one who does fot reciprocate in feel- 
ings of affection, is legally not at all 
culpable when directed toward sweet- 
heart or wife. An action for assault 
and battery will not lie against an ar- 
dent lover. When, however, ardor ex- 
ceeds the bounds of reason or affection 
manifests itself-in hurtful ways, the 
law calls a halt. 

When a man tells his best girl that she 
is sweet enough to eat and then bites her or 
embraces her soestrenuously that her ribs 
crack, he goes beyond his legal privileges. 
What his ardor hurts, his purse may be eall- 
ed upon to heal. 


Love often expresses itself through the 
making of gifts. The law has been called 
upon very often to protect those whose af- 
fection has led them to trust others unwisely. 
Disillusioned, disappointed, and jilted men 
have asked the law to get back money, jew- 
elry and furniture which they have lavished 
upon women they hoped to marry. Bitter and 
outraged women have haled men into court 
to recover that which they gave in misplaced 
trust and affection. 

The law has taken a well defined course. 
Gifts are divided into two classes: those that 
were made to secure and maintain the good 
graces of the recipient, and those made after 
there had been mutual declarations of af- 
fection and plans for marriage had been be- 
gun. & 

Gifts made during the preengageMent pe- 
riod can not be recovered by the donor. They 
are in the nature of investments. If they are 
bad investments the donor must bear the loss. 
Flowers, jewelry, clothes, automobiles, candy, 
theater tickets, dinners and dances are in 
this class. 

Engagement gifts are viewed somewhat 
differently. An engagement ring is the prop- 
erty of the girl. It is a sign of conquest, but 
it is also somewhat more. It represents that 
the girl and her lover have agreed to be mar- 
ried at some future time and to set up a home 
together. It is usually given after the girl 
has promised to marry the giver. 

If, thereafter, the girl should wish to break 
the engagement she usually, according to cus-

tom, returns the ring, but she need not do so. 
The law will not compel its return. The same 
holds true of gifts made by the girl to her 
lover. 

Sometimes, however, the girl is a ‘ring 
hunter.’’ She gets engaged simply for the 
sake of receiving engagement rings. In time 
she manages to get quite a collection. In 
such a case the disillusioned young men may 
compel her to rettirn the ring he gave. She 
has really received it dishonestly. Law does 
not uphold receiving goods under false pre- 
tenses. 


There is another type of engagement gift, 
however. These are gifts made in contem- 
plation of marriage. The donor and the re- 
cipient both intend that such gifts should be 
used in the home which the two are to set 
up upon marriage. Furniture. graphophones, 
pianos, family portraits, bric-a-brac and fam- 
ily heirlooms are in this class. Such engage- 
ment gifts must be returned by the one who 
breaks the engagement. They were meant 
for the common home. 


Letters belong to the writer. In them he 


has usually expressed himself with far greater. 


freedom and less self-restraint than he nor- 
mally does. The letters were meant only for 
the-eyes of the loved one. To allow them to 
become the property of another than the 
writer would be to allow an infringement upon 
his personality, which the law does not sanc- 
tion.

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“Art of Living” 


Course Started 


JA 


A course in ‘“‘the art of living,’’ open to 
juniors and seniors, has been inaugurated at 
Connecticut college, New London, Conn., in 
connection with the department of home eco- 
nomics. The purpose is to enlarge the stu- 
dent’s knowledge of present-day conditions 
and affairs in order that, as a cultured wom- 
an, she may correlate her book knowledge 
and the skills acquired in college with the 
world of practical life that must be faced 
upon completion of her college career. The 
method employed is lecture and conference, 


and twelve instructors representing the ma-. 


jor departments of the college curriculum ¢co- 
operate in the course, in association with the 
president of the college, and a physician and 
a lawyer from the outside. 

As introductory to the course, the philos- 
ophy of the essential unity of life is empha- 
sized, followed by presentation of the prin- 
ciples of the sciences of geology, biology, 
chemistry, and physics. The social sciences, 
as embraced in the scope of home eeonomics, 
including music, literature and the fine arts, 
are then considered, and the course is round- 
ed out by a resurveying of the bearing of the 
‘entire course upon the whole problem of 
morals, ethics and religion. Much reading, 
with critical reports and essays on the topics 
covered, is required for the successful com- 


pletion of the course. It carries six points 
credit.—School Life. 
TAKE WOMEN FOR GRANTED. 

Mrs. John T. Pratt, the first woman to sit 
on the board of aldermen in our greatest city, 
New York, made her first day there notable 
by saying, ‘I am not here to ask any special 
privileges as a woman. I do not feel,that I 
am here to represent the women particularly. 
My one purpose is to serve the entire city.” 

This is the attitude which all women hold- 
ing office must take if they are to justify their 
election. Writing on women’s place in Euro- 
pean journaism, Dorothy Thompson, a cor- 
respondent in Berlin, says: “It is high time 
women were taken for granted. The see- 
what-the-little-darling-has-done-now attitude 
ought to be outlawed. Women conscious of 
themselves as ‘the sex,’ are a bore.”’ No one 
in Europe, she adds, thinks it strange that a 
woman should be interested in the Dawes 
plan or in national minorities. ‘European 
men are accustomed to talk about art, ltera- 
ture and affairs of state with women,” 

A British visitor, Mrs. Helena Normanton, 
has predicted that the United States will have 
a woman as President before 1950. Already 
we have two women governors. In California 
at the last election 68 per cent of the ballots 
were cast by women—850,000 women as 
against 400,000 men.

deur of some ancient Roman emperor. 

Many of them fear that he has lapsed into 
a second childhood, and those who do not 
think his mental condition quite so hopeless as 
that doubt if he ever again will be a com- 
manding force either in literature or in poli- 
tics. 


§ Gabrielle d’Annunzio, the great Italian

One of d’Annunzio’s latest and strangest 
whims is the making of elaborate plans for 
his own funeral. In his villa he has set apart 
a spacious room as his funeral chamber. He 
calls it the ‘‘Burning Chamber of the Leper.” 
Somber hangings of crepe cover the walls and 
bar from the windows the light of day. 

In the center of the room stands a bier ol! 
snow white marble to receive the poet's 
corpse. The bier and the massive marble 
candlesticks that flank it are covered with 
curious carvings, grinning devils, weird drag- 
ons’ heads and all sorts of unearthly faces. 
These are said to be symbolical of the poet's 
peculiar ideas concerning death and immor- 
tality. 


In this funeral chamber it is d’Annunzio's 
will that his body shall He in state for two 
days and nights. He has given the most ex- 
plicit instructions that, no matter where ceath 
overtakes him, no matter what the difficulties 
attending the transportation of his body, his 
corpse is to be brought to the “Chamber of 
the Burning Leper’’ where everything is al- 
ready prepared to receive it. 

Over it will be performed for 48 hours rites 
which d’Annunzio has arranged to symbolize 
the final purification from earthly corruption. 
These will include the chanting and reading of 
passages from his poems, plays and other 


writings which he considers especially appropriates to the occa- 
sion. 

The final disposition of the body is expected to be even more 
unusual than the ceremonies preceding it. Some say that d’An- 
nunzio plans to have it burned on a large funeral pyre and the 
ashes carried to the summit of Mount Nevoso to be scattered 
io the winds. 

Others think he will have it carried up in an airplane. When 
a great height has been reached the pilot will make his escape 
by parachute and leave the unguided plane to carry the corpse 
wherever it will. 

The plans for his funeral and burial which d’Annunzio has 
set down in the greatest detail are said to be voluminous 
enough to fill a book of several hundred pages, and he is be- 
lieved to be con- 
tinually adding 
to them. The 
task has become 
one of bis chief 
obsessions, a ver- 
itable mono- 
mania. 


No king lives 
in an’ atmosphere 
more truly im- 
perial than that 
which surrounds 
d’Annunzio ogi 
his Lake Garda 
estate. This 
magnificent prop- 
erty was confis- 
cated during the 
war from an ene- 
my proprietor.

The isolation of the estate is perfect];

Milan is 
the nearest metropolitan center and there is 
no directly connecting railway line. One 


must go to Bres- 
cla, and from 
there the rest of

D’Annunzio calls his residence «the ‘“Vit- 
torlale,”” which means ‘“‘House of Victory.”

Another whim of his for 
maintaining his imperia! 
illusions is through having 
imposing military salutes 
fired whenever political 
events occur that meet 
with his approval. Of 
course, he was immensely 
delighted over Mussolini’s 
recent anti-German speech 
and ordered his batteries 
to fire an extra loud volley. 

D’Annunzio’s grandiose 
ideas received fresh im- 
petus when Signor Musso- 
lini conferred on him the title of Principe di 
Montenevoso, which means in English ‘‘Prince 
of the Snowy Mountain.” With this proud 
title to call his own he started in to 
make his life morethanever like an em- 
peror. 

When d’Annunzio received his new title 
the court heraldry office in Rome asked him 
to send his coat of arms for registration. Af- 
ter a typically poetic delay ke responded to 
the request. 


When the heraldry experts examined the 
new coat of arms they were amazed to find 
that d’Annunzio had placed above it, instead 
of the usual princely crown, one which is 
neither a king’s nor an emperor's. It is a 
crown the like of which was never seen be- 
fore, except possibly in the early ages of the 
Etruscan monarchs. The coat shows the 
mountain argent on a field of azure. Sur- 
rounding the arms is the cord of St. Francis, 
while underneath are engrossed the flags of 
Dalmatia. : 


Such a design as this puts the heraldry ex- 
perts in an embarrassing quandary. In the 
first place the right of having flags under- 
neath’s one’s coat of arms is reserved exclu- 
sively for King Victor Emmanuel. Another 
thing that worrles them even more is the 
fact that one of the Dalmatian flags now be- 
longs to Jugoslavia. If d’Annunzio should be 
allowed to use it on his coat of arms it is 
feared there would be serious international 
complications. 


Before the coat of arms is registered diplo- 
matic overtures will be made to d’Annunzio 
to induce him to change the design. The 
heraldry office is in hopes that the whole thing 
is only a joke on his part and that he ‘will 
readily consent to the change. But those who 
know d'Annunzio's state of mind suspect that 
he regards the matter in all seriousness and 
will insist on the arms being registered exact- 
ly as he designed them. 


Perhaps the most significant indication of 
d’Annunzio’s mental condition is found in the 
extraordinary imperial pomposity of his let- 
ters and telegranis, It is pointed out that the 
exaggerated idea of greatness which these 
breathe in their every word is an important 
symptom of mental disease. 


One of the most remarkable of these gran- 
diloquent communications was the letter 
d’Annunzio recently sent Mussolini to thank 
Prince Hermann von Schonburg for the offer 
of a lifetime tenure of the peak from which 
the poet’s title is derived. Monteneyoso 1s 
the most westward peak of the Itallan fron- 
iler as rectified after d’Annunzio’s memorable 
Fiume expedtifon, It is owned by Prince von 
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Schonburg, a former Austrian nobleman. who 
is now a loyal subject of Italy. 


D’Annunzio’s letter to Mussolini acknow!l- 
edging the prince’s offer reads as follows: 

“IT am grateful to Prince Hermann von 
Schonburg for giving me this opportunity o! 
affirming that I have already conferred upon 
myself the ideal investiture of all the high- 
est peaks, with a pride that is in splendid 
contrast to the Franciscan year. 


“IT wish to consider as ideal also this 
magnanimous investiture of rocks and woods, 
although it is in a military sense perpetual. 

‘Today the Armed Prince of Montenevoso 
embraces the Courteous Prince of Schonburg 
and by his embrace proclaims him Italian, 
not so much in territory as in magnanimity. 
in order that he may trace his origin from 
Petrarch and prize this gentle Latin blood. 
But we two can never be more Italian than we 
are. And I dare to recall to you that I aspire 
to get other Alpine fiefs!”’ 


A striking example of the lengths to which 
d’Annunzio’s eccentricity will go in defying 
public opinion was his recent revival of his 
poetic drama, ‘‘The Martyrdom of St. Se- 
bastian,”’ at the Scala theater in Milan, and 
his insistence that Ida Rubinstein face the 
denunciation of Italy’s religious minded peo- 
ple by appearing in the title role. 


The drama has been under the ban of the 
Catholic Church ever since it was first pro- 
duced in Paris fifteen years ago. The church 
censors vigorously objected to the way the 
poet deals with the martyrdom of the saint 
and particularly to the fact that the drama 
was written with the intention of having the 
role played by a woman. 


The night of the performance in Milan the 
Cardinal Archbishop of Milan conducted ex- 
piatory devotions in the Church of St. Ra- 
phael adjoining the theater. The sacrament 
was displayed while the play was going on 
and the cardinal himself preached the sermon. 

After the services the worshipers marched 
to the street in front of the theater where 
they knelt for some time in silent prayer. 

Whether as a result of the religious opposi- 
tion or not the revival of ‘‘The Martyrdom of 
St. Sebastian’’ was anything but a success.

It has not been revealed whether part of 
the museum will be devoted to souvenirs of 
his love affair with Eleanora Duse, the ac- 
tress, whose heart he broke, and his numerous 
other romances. But a curious world is in 
hopes that it will.

was Alexandre Dumas. a quadroon, who wrote 

some of the most exciting stories in all litera- 
ture. 

The dog was named ‘Pritchard,’ that be- 
ing Dumas’ idea of a true Scotch name. It 
is aid he named: the dog in honor of a 
Scotch friend——-who was by no means flat- 
tered by the doubtful compliment. 

Pritchard was as eccentric as was old 
Dumas himself, vet there was a strangely ap- 
pealing quality about him which made his 
famous master write in a description of his 
beloved terrier: 

“T think God loves man only as much as 
He loves all animals He has created. But ] 
think it is likely that God has a special] ten- 
derness toward dogs, for He has given to the 
dog an intelligence nearest on a par with 
man’s.”’ 

Dumas wrote his 
Count of Monte Cristo.” 
novel’s proceeds he bought 
und named it ‘‘Monte Cristo.’’. Here he came 
to live, bringing Pritchard along. He under- 
took to be a farmer and began by buying a 
large number of fancy fowls. Pritchard got 
loose in the chicken yard. Dumas wrote thus 
tersely of the ensuing carnage: 

“T had a dog and I had chickens. My dog 
met the chickens. Now I have only the dog.” 

The supérintendent of the estate begged 
Dumas to kill the hen slaver. 

“The Bible tells us,’ answered Dumas, sol- 
emnly, ‘‘that Providence desireth not the 
death of a sinner, but rather that he should 
live to repent. Let Pritchard be punished 
by having to stay alive and endure the tor- 
ments of repentance.” 

The dog, with all his million faults, was 
so devoted to his master that nothing coudd 
keep him from accompanying the novelist 
everywhere. Once he.was tied to his kennel 
by a stout leather leash, when Dumas was 
going away. Pritchard ate the entire leash, 
then trotted off to join his master. 

Again, he was locked,in a stable. He ate 
a hole through the wooden door, wide enough 
for him to wiggle through. He had a Hou- 
dini genius for twisting his neck out of the 
stoutest and tightest collar and for getting 
out of any locked room. At last Dumas gave 
up the struggle and let him wander where 
he would. 

Then it was that Pritchard began to show 
his taste for hospitality. He roamed all over 
the neighborhood, and nearly every day he 
would bring home with him some half-starved 
street cur, as a permanent guest. When the 
servants tried to drive these curs away, Prit- 
chard defended his new friends with raging 
jaws. 

Dog after dog he brought thus to Monte 
Cristo. Presently there were thirteen of the 
dogs in all, counting Pritchard himself. Du- 
mas’ steward came angrily to his employer 
and declared the thirteen dogs were eating 
the novelist into bankruptcy.

They must 
be told, at once. By the way, since thirteen 
is an unlucky number, send Pritchard out 
on a ramble today and see if he can’t bring 
back a fourteenth dog with him.’’ 

Pritchard gnawed his way out of the cellar 
on the night of a large and formal banquet 
given in Dumas’ honor at a chateau a tew 
miles distant. He caught his masters’ trail 
and galloped to the chateau at top speed. 
Arrived there, he entered by way of the 
kitchen. There he spied the next course of 
the banquet, set aside on a serving table. He 
had devoured nearly all of it, before he was 
discovered and driven away. 

He fled to the butlers’ pantry. There he 
found a silver cream jug, and he lapped all 
its contents. But when he tried to’ draw his 
head out of the jug, it stuck to his face like 
a muzzle. 

In fright, he dashed into the dining room, 
to seek his master’s aid in removing the huge 
encumbrance. The guests were scared al- 
most into panic at sight of an onrushing 


shaggy little dog with a silver jug instead 
ot a head. 

The more queer faults Pritchard displayed 
the more his equally eccentric master loved 
him. He was Dumas’ most constant com- 
panion, in good luck and in bad. Presently 
the bad luck began to counterbalance the 
good. 

Kor Dumas had been living on a princely 
scale, spending his huge income with both 
hands, keeping a chestful of gold pieces in 
his house for his guests or his servants to 
dip their hands into whenever they might 
choose to do so. -sespite the enormous roy- 
alties he received on his books, he went 
bankrupt. 

His estate of Monte Cristo was sold. His 
army of servants was dismissed. The scarce- 
ly smaller throng of cur dogs was dispersed. 
Only Pritchard shared his master’s poverty 
as willingly and as loyally as he had shared 
his wealth. 

At last he picked a quarrel with a dog 
twice his own size, and Pritchard was killed 
in the conflict that followed. Dumas wept 
over his dead chum.as over a dearly loved 
human. 

“My poor old Pritchard!” he’ wrote un- 
happily to a friend in Paris. ‘‘He was the 
only doz who combined all the originality 
and the unexpectedness and the other strange 
qualities that distinguish a man of lofty 
genius!”’

pests and the stripped trees where they are 
at work. With the appearance of the first 
leaves on the wild cherry and the apple tree, 
the small silken tents of these caterpillars 
will appear, constantly growing bigger and 
inaking the along the roadside 
more and more unsightly. Yet there is no 
need for any community to have its road- 
side so disfigured, 

As an experiment I offered last month by 
radio three prizes—one for the school de- 
stroying the greatest number of egg-masses 
of the tent caterpillar, one for the troop of 
scouts making the best scout record, and 
one for the individual with the high score. 
The campaign lasted three weeks. The re- 
sult was the destruction by fire of nearly 
400,000 egg clusters of this caterpillar, each 
cluster averaging not less than 200 eggs. 
This work was done by children. The eggs 
were collected, brought to the school, counted 
by the teachers, then burned. A little school 
of twenty-four children in East Granby, 
Conn., turned in the splendid total of 
20,687 egg clusters, an average of 862 
per pupil. Scout Albert Pironi of Troop No. l 
of Ayer, Mass., collected 7,556. Many other 
schools and individuals did almost as well. 

The greatest number reported by any one 


school was 43,510. This was the work of 
the 226 pupils of the Abner Gibbs school of 
Westfield, Mass. To maintain the interest at 
high pitch, the principal of this school ar- 
ranged a colossal caterpillar funeral parade, 
in which were supposed to participate all 
the caterpillars which would have hatched 
from the destroyed clusters. The average 
number of eggs for each cluster was put at 
230. It was assumed that a full-grown cater- 
pillar would be two inches long. Thus, 130 
egg clusters equaled one mile of fully grown 
caterpillars, head to tail. The procession 
started for Boston, and as the egg clusters 
were brought in day by day, the children 
were eager to know just where the head of

The wood is sound, not 
decayed, and the universal gray color of the 
nests is due to the weathering of the wood 
before it was made into pulp paper. 

In the accompanying illustration is a most 
unusual nest of the common: white-faced 
wasp, frequently called hornet. It was built 
against the outside of a window in Mont- 
vale, N. J., and affords an unusual oppor- 
tunity to study the inner construction.

Like all other tree-frogs, this one hag little 
round sticky disks at the ends of the toes 
and it is by means of these that it is en- 
abled to so actively leap about in the trees. 
The tree-toad has an established reputation 
as a weather prophet. When he is heard 
persistently trilling, it is supposed to be an 
omen of wet weather. But like most other 
weather prophets, his reputation is built on 
his occasional successes, while his many fail- 
ures are ignored. As a matter of fact, he 
is very susceptible to dampness and feels 
it in the air long before we humans can. This 
sets him to trilling. 


He Doesn't Look His Family Connections. 


We are prone to think of members of the 
weasel family as long, slim and almost snake- 
like in their movements. Jimmy Skunk is. 
an exception. Even more of an exception is 
Digger the Badger. It isn’t easy to place 
him mentally as one of the weasels. He is 
s0 broad as to be almost flat—a doormat run- 
ning about. And how he can dig! He prob- 
ably is the champion digger on this continent. 
The rate at which he can disappear into solid 
ground is almost beyond belief. And the 
strength with which he can brace himself 
in a hole is equally astonishing. For a long 
time the badger was rated as pest throughout 
the West. He was the cause of many a 
broken leg among the horses of the plains, 
due to inadvertently stepping into one of his 
holes.

HE American woman's passion for slen 
derness is threatening serious conse 


quences. Accepting the ‘‘perfect 34° 
as the single standard for fashion, the fat 
and the thin, the tall and the short, the young 
and the old, regardless of race or heredity, 
have set about to squeeze their bodies into the 
ideal. 

To do this they have gone to extremities 
almost as rigorous as did the ancient con- 
formist, Procrustes, who ruthlessly chopped 
off his guests’ heads or feet, or stretched them 
out if they were short, to fit his famous bed. 

Doctors declare that this ‘“‘perfect 34” is 
anything but perfect from the standpoint ot 
health in hundreds of cases. They say that 
in an alarming number of instances, women 
are acquiring the now fashionable boyish 
form at the price of mental and physica! 
stamina. They are pointing out that for every 
woman there is a danger line in reducing 
across which she may not step with im- 
punity. 

But where is this danger line? How is each 
woman to know when she reaches it? When 
is reducing a distinct menace to health and 
when it is truly beneficial? 

To find the answer to these questions, each 
woman must go, not to her dressmaker, but 
to her own physician. 

lt is not only safe but advisable for some 
women to adhere to the ‘‘perfect 34” stand- 
ard, but it is just the reverse for others. 
even some of those of the same age and 
height. It is easily observed that certain 
races and nationalities are more incHined to 
embonpoint than others, even that certain 
families are characterized by rotundity or 
slenderness. 

No longer are doctors listening skeptically 
to a certain fat patient’s apologetic remark 
that ‘“‘fat seems to run in the family.” To- 
day, if that patient’s Aunt Mary and grand- 
mother and mother and sisters are ail in- 
clined to be heavyweights, doctors agree that 
ine chances are ten to one against the safety 
of allowing the patient to reduce to the 
weight of other unrelated people of her height 
and age.

In fact, last year we had 225 cases in 
which this one factor as given by the rela- 
tives was the main thing. These were cases 
of mental deterioration due to emotional or 
sex depressions and some of malignant type. 
While not always the real factor, reduction 
of weight, I could see, played some important 
part as an exciting cause, the final cause to 
bring on the breakdown. 

“People who are underweight more than 
i®@ or 20 pounds from normal,” Dr. Lewe!lys 
Ik. Barker, of Johns Hopkins, stated as his

The late W. L. George, in his posthumous 
article on ‘‘Mary, Queen of Scots,’’ published 
in the May issue of McCall’s Magazine, de- 
scribes her last days and death as follows:

Training for Railway Service. 

Part-time ecdycation for railroad service 
has been organized in Cheyenne, Wryo., by 
the vocational division of the State depart- 
ment of education in cooperation with the 
Cheyenne public schoo] board and the Union 
Pacific railroad shops.

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SEWING MADE EASY ; 


Nowadays, when one+smart coat, one smart 
hat and one smart pair of shoes can go so 
far and fare so well as a frame for ever so 
many smart dresses of different colors, its well 
to know how to make some of the smart 
dresses oneself. So here is a very simple 
jade-green experiment that a woman of our 
acguaintance tried successfully in combina- 
tion with her straight gray-beige kasha coat, 
her natural sangha hat and her parchment kid 
shoes. 

As you can see from the diagram its all 
very simple. And, for the second dress she 
made from this pattern, she made it even 
simpler by leaving off the sleeve extensions 
and the tie collar, since she wanted it for 
country wear only.

It is char- 
acteristic of the woman that immediately 
after the first epoch in his rise to fame she 
began to discuss the posibilities of his coming 
to Congress. He always spoke of heft as the 
wings on which he soared. 

The Fillmores came out of the rural dis- 
tricts in 1830 when they took up their resi- 
dence in Buffalo. Here her sweetness of 
character, intellect and wide reading stood her 
in good stead and she found real happiness 
in congenial society, love of her husband with 
the additional pleasure of seeing her husband 
become a power in his State. She loved the 
social element of her life in Buffalo, and was 
always gracious and smiling which made 
many friends of value to her husband in his 
career.

ROM here on Fillmore rose to national 
fame with remarkable rapidity. After 
serving a term in the New York State legisla- 
ture he was made counselor of the supreme 
court of the Empire State. Coming to the 


National House of Representatives as an anti- 
Jackson, or in opposition to the administra- 
tion, he served a single term from 1833 to 
1835.° He later served his district in the 
House as a member of the Whig party. 

In 1847 he was elected comptroller of the 
State of New York, and the flolowing year 
was elected Vice President of:‘the United 
States on the ticket with Zachary Taylor as 


President. Fillmore presided over the Senate 
during the exciting debates on the ‘‘Compro- 
mise Measures of 1850.”’ 

President Taylor died on the 9th of July. 
1850, a few months after his inauguration, 
and on the next day Fillmore took the oath 
of office as his successor. 

Abigail Fillmore lived to see her husband 
take his place as chief executive of the na- 
tion. Her joy was boundless and her pride 
in him unequaled. 

But she was so grief stricken because of 
the death of a favorite sister that she took 
no part in the gayety of the social life sur- 
rounding the White House, leaving these 
duties to her daughter, Mary Abigail Fill- 
more. Relinquishing the formal social con- 
ventions of her position as wife of the Presi- 
dent to her daughter, Mrs. Fillmore proved 
an invaluable mentor and adviser to her 
husband. She was always ready to listen and 
to give him the benefit of her unusual com- 
mon sense on many of the perplexing mat- 
ters of state. 

Fillmore grieved because his beloved help- 
mate’s health was impaired, and watched over 
her with the tenderest solicitude. Soon after 
he became President New York friends pre- 
sented him with horses and carriage and Mrs. 
Fillmore loved to ride through the Washing- 
ton parks with her husband. 

With the termination of the Fillmore term 
of office, March 4, 186535, Mr. and Mrs. Fill- 
more made their residence at the Willard 
hotel, which was so much in the public 
eye as the temporary “White House’”’ 
of President Coolidge during the first days 
of his administration.

ERE Mrs. Fillmore, whose health had 
never returned, died on the 30th of 
March just 26 days after her husband had 
retired as President. Fillmore scarcely left 
her side during her fatal illness, comforting 
her with reading her favorite books, which 

were so much a part of her life. 

The White House library, which is now 
something noteworthy, was originated by 
Mrs. T‘llmore, who found upon taking up 
residence there was almost destitute of books. 
To please his own life and also in recognition 


of Mrs. Fillmore’s foresight and thoughtful- 
ness for the comfort and pleasure of other 
executive families asked of and received an 
appropriation from Congress for a library, so 


these two who first studied together ‘‘men’s 
best friends’’ far away in rural New York 
spent many hours selecting the books, maps 
and other reference material for the execu- 
tive mansion. These were placed in a room 
on the second floor and here the Fillmore 
family spent many pleasant evenings. The 
piano, harp and other musical instruments 
were kept in this room. 

Despite her ill health Mrs. Fillmore never 
absented herself from state functions if she 
could possibly help ,it. 

The domestic harmony of the Fillmores 
was unmarred, and it is fitting that Fillmore 
paid his deserving wife so beautiful a tribute 
after her death in the words: 

‘‘For 27 years, my entire married life, |! 
was always greeted with a happy smile.’’ 

When the sweetheart of his youth who had 
been his friend and helpmate throughout his 
eareer died Fillmore could no longer bear 
the thought of riding in the carriage she had 
used as the happy but invalid mistress of 
the White House. He sold the rig and with 
the money purchased a set of plates to be 
handed to the Fillmore descendants.

When a steamship takes on coal in a Chi- 
nese or Japanese port the fuel is passed up 
the side of the ship in baskets by a long line 
of coolies standing shoulder to shoulder. 
Scores of men and women toil at this dirty 
work from dawn to dark, and their day's 
wages are less than an hour’s pay for un- 
skilled workers in this country. 

When the ship reaches San Francisco the 
method of fueling is entirely changed. Coal 
is then put aboard more speedily by half a 
dozen men operating a steam hoist or end- 
less chain of metal buckets. In the American 
port a few men with a large equipment of 
capital goods do the same work that in the 
Orient is done by many men and a very small 
amount of capital. 

In the countries of the Far East labor is 
plentiful and cheap, while capital is scarce. 
In this country the situation is reversed, and 
it would be a great waste of resources to em- 
ploy workers in merely passing coal baskets 
from hand to hand. It is doubtful, too, if 
many of them would stick long to such a 
tedious job. 

Where the workers are intelligent and 
standards of living are high, it is profitable 
to use a large amount of capital in combina- 
tion with labor. That is why capital in the 
form of machinery is used to a greater ex- 
tent in this country than anywhere else in the 
world. Since this machinery increases the 
output of the average worker, the employer

For at’ least a théuéand years the weayers 
of Kirman in south Persia have been famous 
for their rugs and shawls,

The Kirmans require so-long a time in 
weaving that.they are high in price, but well 
worth it in beauty and durability.

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April in American History. 
(Winner of $1 Prize.) 


Let us turn back the pages of history and 
see why April has the distinction of belng 
“the most historic month.”’ 

Our Union forces at Five Forks, Va., won 
a victory April 1, 1865; April 2, 1792, was 
established the first United States mint at 
Philadelphia, while in 1917 Congress was 
convoked in special session by President Wil- 
son to declare war on Germany. With but 
little opposition Congress on April 6, 1917, 
declared that a state of war existed between 
the United States and the imperial German 
government. April 6 is also the “red letter” 
date of arctic exploration. On that date in 
1909 Robert E. Peary reached the north pole 
and on the anniversary of Peary’s discovery 
the Byrd arctic expedition sailed in 1926, 
from New York on the first lap of its journey 
to ‘“‘Peary’s land.”’ 

The fearful civil war began on April 12, 
1861, when the Confederate artillery fired the 
first shot upon Fort Sumter, and on April 9, 
1865, by Gen. Lee’s surrender to Gen. Grant 
the civil strife was virtually ended. 

The writer of the first draft of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, Thomas Jefferson, was 
born April 13, 1743, and 79 years later, April 
27, 1822, a home in Ohio was made happy 
by the birth of a little boy who was, in later 
year, to be the most famous Union general 
of the civil war, Ulysses S. Grant. 

Our nation’s joy at the return of peace 
was turned into mourning when on the night 
of April 14, 1865, while witnessing a play at 
Ford’s theater, President Lincoln was fatally 
wounded by a shot fired by an actor, John 
Wilkes Booth. Never regaining conscious- 
ness, our great-hearted leader, who had car- 
ried the nation’s burden during the years of 
war, died the following day, April 16. 

Slavery was abolished in the District of 
Columbia on April 16, 1862, and April 18, 
1775, marks the famous ride of Paul Revere, 
while the following day was fought the battles 
of Lexington and Concord. The revolutionary 
war had begun. 

The United States declared war against 
Spain on April 20, 1898; Texas won her in- 
dependence from Mexico April 21, 1836; 
Oklahoma was opened to settlers April 22, 
1889. 

Breaking the chains and defeating the ships 
defending New Orleans, Commodore D. G. 
Farragut on April 25, 1862, captured the 
city. 

On the balcony of the old City hall in New 
York city on April 30, 1789, George Washing- 
ton was inaugurated President of the United 
States. The Department of the Navy was 
created on the same day of the month, 1798, 
and the Louisiana province was purchased 
in 1803. 

Of late historical importance we mention 
the Pan-American Congress of Journalists 
held in Washington in the current year from 
April 7 to 13. During this session on April 
8, President Coolidge laid the corner stone of 
the National Press building. The week of 
April 18 to 24 is “American Forest week.”’ 
The cherry trees, whose blooms in the spring 
attract thousands, even from distant parts 
of the country to our “Capital city,” are the 
result of an offer as a gift accepted from the 
Japanese chemist, Dr. Jokichi Takomine by 
Mrs. Taft in April, 1909.

Dear Post Boys and Girls: 

Only a few days more remain before the 
contest closes for the $6 grand prize to be 
given for the best essay on George Dewey, 
admiral of the navy. The entries will be re- 
ceived until May 1, which is the anniversary 
of the battle of Manila, a date which is close- 
ly connected with the history of Admiral 
Dewey. 

I am glad to announce in this edition the 
winner of the prize on ‘‘April in History.” 
Other boys from St. Joseph’s asylum com- 
peted but Charles Haydon’s was the best and 
so he won the prizes out of all the stories 
received. 

On Monday The Post Boys and Girls Editor 
spoke over WCAP during The Washington 
Post Hour on “Mount Vernon, the Home of 
George Washington.” For the benefit of our 
boys and girls who do not own radios I will 
print some of the material used for the radio 
talk. 

There are two ways of reaching Mount Ver- 
non, one by boat and the other by electric 
trains.from Washington. If you decide to go 
by boat it is a beautiful sail down the river 
to the quaint mansion house, a route which 
was taken in the days of Washington's life 
time by many great men and women. At the 
end of the boat trip comes the thrilling sen- 
sation when the ship’s bell tolls in tribute to 
the Father of His Country, who sleeps in the 
well-kept tomb on the Virginia ‘hill just above 
you. The bells of passing vessels always toll 
in passing Mount Vernon. It is a beautiful 
custom which has grown up with the years 
and it shows the reverence felt by all for this 
great man. 

Mount Vernon is one of the most famous 
homes in America. Washington lived there 
for many years and there he died on Decem- 
ber 14, 1799. Mount Vernon had been in- 
herited by George Washington from his half- 
brother, Lawrence Washington. It was named 
by its first owner Mount Vernon in honor of 
the British Admiral Vernon, under whom 
Lawrence Washington had served at the siege 
of Carthagena. 7 

The land at Mount Vernon came from the 
crown to John Washington, the first of the 
family to come to America, in 1656. The 
mansion house was built ih about 1750 by 
Lawrence Washington. It was well built, too, 
for it is nearly 200 years old and is stil] in 
good condition. It is one of the best speci- 
mens of colonial architecture in this part of 
America. . 

Originally there was about 5,000 acres in 
Mount Vernon estate. Now, the mansion 
house stands in a plot of some 200 acres, 
which in the old days was the center of the 


farm. After Washington’s death Mount Ver- 


non went to his widow, Martha Washington, 
who left it to the general's nephew, Bushrod 
Washington, who was an associate justice 
of the United States Supreme Court and a 
bachelor, Here was entertained Gen. La- 
fayette during his last visit to America in 
1824. John Augustine Washington was the 
last Washington to own Mount Vernon, and 
Mrs. Eleanor Washington Howard, of Alex- 
nadria, Va., was the last Washington to be 
born at Mount Vernon. John Augustine 
Washington in 1855 offered Mount Vernon for 
sale, and Miss Ann Pamela Cunningham, of 
South Carolina, with the assistance of friends, 
raised the sum of $300,000 to purchase it 
from him to preserve it as a shrine of pa- 
triotism. In 1858, the Mount Vernon Ladies 
association was organized with regents rep- 
resenting many of the States. The old fur- 
niture was sought for, the grounds and house 
were put in repair and the same association 
has held it until the present day, giving it 
splendid care and attention. In its restoration. 
it has become as near as possible just like it 
was in the days of Washington himself. 


In finishing our little journey let us walk 
to the tomb, where rest the remains of George : 
Washington and his wife, Martha Washing- 
ton. Here come constantly the great and good 
of the earth to pay tribute to this man who 
was ‘‘first in war, first in peace, and first in 
the hearts of his countrymen.”’
